LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and citizens of Old 
Orchard Beach: 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the town opera- 
tions.. The town accounts were again audited by Millett, 
Fish and Dresser, and again show a small budget surplus. 


Some of our taxpayers have asked why the tax rate is 
higher than last year. This started a little thinking as to the 
trend over the past few years, and the following statistics 
came to light: 


1949 rate 66 mills 
1950 rate 62 mills 
1951 rate 64 mills 
1952 rate 60 mills 
1953 rate 63 mills 


1949 1950 1951 1952 1953 


This reduction over the years has been accomplished in the 
face of rising prices and greater demands for service and can 
only be accounted for by increased efficiency of operations. 


The cost of living as reported by the Federal Bureau of 
Labor Statistics has increased 15.4% since 1949. The size of 
our town has increased 12% as reflected by the assessors 
valuations. This indicates that the tax rate should have in- 
creased 25% to keep pace with the increased costs and in- 
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creased size of the town, or a present tax rate of 75 mills (tak- 
ing into consideration the removal of the State property tax) ; 
on the contrary, the tax rate is only 63 mills. 


The tax commitment has increased in dollars from $364,- 
721 in 1949 to $394,521 in 1953, an increase of only 8% 
which, when viewed from the standpoint of purchasing power 
of the dollar, is a reduction. 


The Federal Government has worked out figures for a price 
deflator for materials purchased by State and local govern- 
ments based on 1939 as 100., which shows the deflator of 
1949 at 196 and the deflator of 1953 at 215. If our appro- 
priations are divided by the deflator of that year, it shows a 
surprising result:

Our purchases of new equipment this year seem to be 
working out as expected: ‘The tractor loader has saved a 
great amount of hand labor and equipment hire, and enabled 
us to surface much more mileage of streets with the same 
amount of money; the waste collection truck body prevents 
unsightly paper blowing about the streets, carries a larger 
load per trip, and is easier to load than the open trucks, at 
present completing its routes in about a half day; the hy- 
draulic ditcher used with the Case sidewalk tractor has saved 
enough hand digging on sewer work to pay for itself and 
leave a ‘balance in the sewer account. 


The proposed plan of equipment purchases would allow 
us to continue using the various types of labor saving equip- 
ment and make replacements at regular intervals, without 
finding ourselves with all equipment worn out at the same 
time. 
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Tax collections for 1953 have been somewhat better than 
last year, with a smaller total of unpaid taxes at the end of 
1953 than the previous year. However, the combination of 
unpaid taxes and unredeemed tax liens is quite a burden and 
our cash position is about the same at last yearend. In the 
meantime, we have made another partial payment on the 
Milliken Mills bridge and paid over nearly $7,000 to the War 
Memorial Fund ‘Trustees.

A very closely co-ordinated program between the School 
Nurse, Lion’s Club Dental Hygienist and the visiting nurse 
service. An effort was made to contact every Pre-school Child 
who would enter school for the first time in September, to 
make available to every child in the group the services of 
the Immunization program and the Lion’s Club Dental ser- 
vice. 


A complete report was prepared for the School nurse with 


notations in the interests of those children who may have 
handicaps and who would need special consideration.

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PUBLICITY DIRECTOR’S REPORT FOR 1953 


It is a pleasure as Publicity Director of the town of Old 
Orchard Beach in submitting my annual report to inform the 
residents and officials of the town that for the second consec- 
-utive year the publicity department has no overdraft. 


Much of the credit for the successful operation of the Offi- 
cial Information Bureau during the past two years and the 
benefits achieved without any expense and through money 
expended from the $6,000 annual appropriation for publicity 
is due to the honorable board of selectmen and ‘Town Man- 
ager John W. True. ‘The successful administrations I have en- 
joyed can be largely attributed to the fine cooperation given 
me at all times by them and through their wise counseling 
when confronted by vital problems. 


The 1953 season marked the second in a row that the 
personnel of the Official Information Bureau, the town, se- 
lectmen and town manager were honored by the Maine Pub- 
licity Bureau with an award of merit. This citation was 
awarded for services provided for tourists and vacationists by 
the bureau through expenditures from the publicity fund 
which were responsible for so many visitors and vacationists 


being attracted to Old Orchard Beach and Maine in 1953. 


Records of the Official Information Bureau show a total of 
15,124 inquiries at the information bureau booth in the for- 
mer Boston and Maine Railroad station, between the June 


24th opening date until Sept. 14 closing date. 


Total tabulation of the season’s work show that in addi- 
tion to inquiries answered, a total of 2,495 pieces of litera- 
ture were personally distributed from the booth to visitors. 
This work was performed in addition to the several hundred 
of illustrated booklets and housing accommodation pamphlets 
distributed through the mail in replies to the 1,694 letters re- 
ceived for such type of information coming from residents of 
various parts of the country and Canada planning visits at the 
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Beach. This inquiry list included letters from London, Eng. 
land, Paris, France, Sydney, Australia, Puerto Rico, Honolulu 
and one from far distant Indonesia. 

All this work was performed by your director with the as- 
sistance of a secretary. Prior to the 1952 season, three persons 
received compensation for this work according to the pub- 
licity booth payroll. 


The publicity director and town officials feel greatly in- 
debted to the Maine Development Commission officials for 
honoring the town in use of a picture of two Old Orchard 
Beach girls on the cover of the 1953 official highway map of 
Maine and for other pictures inside the booklet advertising 
Old Orchard Beach as a vacation resort. 


I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Biddeford 
Journal, The Boston Post, Boston Globe, Gannett Publishing 
Company and other New England and New York newspapers; 
the Maine Publicity Bureau; radio and television stations, and 
to the different magazines who without expense used numer- 
ous pictures, and articles in publicizing the community as the 
finest beach in the world. 


My sincere appreciation also to my advisory council mem- 
bers; to my secretaries, Mrs. Lorraine Dowd and Miss Elaine 
Lewis; to Town Manager John W. True and Mrs. Lublinsky 
who contributed many hours of their time without receiving 
any compensation in assisting at the information bureau; to 
Police Chief Leo Farrington and his police officers and to 
George Goodkowsky, for various services rendered the pub- 
licity director and the information center during the 1953 sea- 
son. In behalf of the town officials and the publicity director 
a heartfelt vote of thanks to Stelios Theodore for the free 


use of the space used once again as the Official Information 
Bureau.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending Schoo] Committee and Citizens of 


Old Orchard Beach: 


The annual report of the Public Schools of Old Orchard 
Beach for the fiscal year ending, December 31, 1953, reviews 
briefly a present day educational question, progress at the 
local level, and concludes by summarizing teacher, pupil and 
financial statistics. 


TO BUILD OR NOT TO BUILD 


The title of these opening remarks, paraphrasing as it were 
the famous words of Shakespeare, is a headline question of 
the day in the field of education in America. As a subject for 
debate, however, it is not a good question for there is nothing 
more factual and positive than the birth of a child. 


This much we know. Over four million children were born 
in 1953 according to the National Office of Vital Statistics. 
This figure is the highest ever in a curve of birth rates that 
started upward in 1940. The next five years will be difficult 
indeed to those communities who refuse to heed the trend of 
increased school population. The birth rate today is 25 per 
1000 of population against 19 per 1000 of twenty years ago. 
We know, too, that the marriage rate is high, 1.5 million in 
each of the past four years, and ‘they are marrying earlier— 
age 23 for men, age 20 for women. 


Statistics prove uninteresting to many but this is plain 
arithmetic. The national enrollment of elementary school pu- 
pils is 23 million today but it will be 30 million by 1960. The 
high schools of this country will register 2 million more dur- 
ing the same period with the peak still not in sight. 


Nearly every community in this country has provided more 
classroom space, is building 'today, or,is planning to build to- 
morrow. During the past year, 50,000 new classrooms were

constructed and it was not enough. It has been estimated that 
425,000 more classrooms will be needed in the next very few 


years. 


= 


Those who resist the building movements offer the ever 
impressive threat of increased taxes. It is obvious that the 
expansion of school facilities will take money. It is necessary 
for people to prepare themselves to pay more local taxes. But, 
this should not prove a real burden for people as a whole, 
in this country, have never been so well off economically as 
they are today. A study the past year reveals higher produc- 
tion, higher average income, and higher savings in bank de- 
posits. The people have more money to spend, more auto- 
mobiles, more home appliances, more television sets, more 
insurance, more pensions, and more recreation. | 


We can afford to build schools; we can not afford not to 
build. 


LOCAL BUILDING PROJECT 


Following recommendations of building needs which in- 
clude the second step in the long-range building program 
developed in 1948, the Board of Selectmen appointed a School 
Building Committee and requested a survey of the schools of 
Old Orchard Beach. 


This committee, under the chairmanship of John Morton, 
included Mrs. Philip Webb and Mr. Thure Anderson. Mr. 
Howard Slaney later replaced Mr. Anderson. A survey was 
made establishing building needs and it was so reported ‘to 
the Town officials. The Committee was then authorized to 
secure an architect, develop plans, and present an estimate 
of costs to the Selectmen. 


This was done. The firm of Alonzo Harriman of Auburn, 


acting in their capacity as architects, set up a 12-room ele- 
mentary school, modern in design which followed the wishes 
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of the Committee with the full approval of the Superintend- 
ing School Committee. The Committee had concluded that 
these rooms were needed provided the recommendation that 
the old high school be closed was accepted by the community. 


A special town meeting was held on December 2, 1953, 
following a complete published report to the people of Old 
Orchard Beach. The question called for the erection of a 12- 
classroom and multi-purpose room building adjacent to the 
Federal School at a cost of $250,000. The article was lost by 
a vote of 145 to 105. 


Following this meeting, the Board of Selectmen appointed 
Percy Rich, Francis LaFountain, Stanley Leonard, and 
George LeBeau along with the original School Building- 
Planning Committee and the School Committee to act as a 
new School Building-Planning Committee. 


TEMPORARY SCHOOL HOUSING 


School enrollments have forced 60 pupils out of the public 
school buildings. An extra first grade was found to be neces- 
sary for the opening of schools this fall. 


In order to house this class in the Elementary School, it 
was decided to accept the facilities made available by the 
management of the Mosaic Hall on West Grand Avenue. ‘Two 
classes of Junior-Primary pupils were set up in this building. 


Some positive action must be taken immediately by the 
Town in order to provide permanent school housing for not 
only these pupils but for two more extra classrooms by next 


fall. 


The statements which follow summarize the housing prob- 
lem and give evidence of the need of a new school building. 


1. There are now 60 Junior-Primary pupils housed in the 
Mosaic Hall in two classes.

9. Additional space for a new second grade and a new 
seventh grade will have to be located by next fall. 


3. A basement room is still being used for two Junior- 
Primary classes in the Elementary School. 


4. The old high school building, although unsatisfactory for 
elementary school use, is still being occupied by four classes.

IMPROVEMENT OF FACILITIES 
Much has been accomplished during the past year. With 
supplementary operating funds granted by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, your school property and equipment has been main- 
tained in excellent condition. 


Under the direction of a full time crew of building jani- 
tors, the necessary general repairs, painting, and grounds up- 
keep have been carried out very satisfactorily. 


The first of two major projects of the summer was the com- 
pletion of the enlargement of the cafeteria kitchen. By the 
opening of schools in the fall, an automatic dishwasher, a 
two compartment pot sink, a waste food disposal, and stain- 
less steel counters were installed. For proper operation under™ 
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the State law, a hot water booster, a water pressure pump, 
and an auxiliary water storage heater were added to complete 
the equipment. 


The second major project completed included the black 
top surfacing of the walk, roadway, and playground at the 
Federal School; the new parking area with a level all-weather 
surface beside the high school gymnasium; and the new side- 
walk surfacing at the Elementary School and Old High 
School. 


Florescent lights were installed on the first floor of the 
Elementary School and classrooms and corridors were painted 
as time permitted. The Old High School boiler room was en- 
closed with fire proof walls. 


The following replacement equipment was obtained during 
the year: modern desks and chairs for two classrooms, power 
lawn mower, A. B. Dick Mimeograph machine, Industrial 
Arts power saw, two electric stoves for the Home Economics 
Department, electric floor polisher and cleaner, and a fluid 
duplicator. 


_ TEACHING PERSONNEL 


There were two teachers added to the system during the 
fall term bringing the total roster of teachers to forty-one. 
Mrs. Mary Fallon returned to a position in English in the 
high school after an absence of two years. Mrs. Alexander 
Pallang was added to the faculty as Band Director on a part 
time basis. Mr. Pallang provides free private lessons to those 
interested in either the band or orchestra. 


Mr. John McSweeney, former coach at Saint Louis High 
School, replaced 'Mr. George Zeller who resigned to accept 
a position in Deering High School. Mr. McSweeney, in addi- 
tion to his duties in physical education, is the head coach of 
basketball and track as well as an assistant coach in football. 
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Miss Marguerite Whitehouse of Cape Porpoise, Maine, 
was appointed to the position in girls’ physical education left 
vacant at the last moment before the opening of schools by 
Miss O’Neil. Miss Whitehouse is, also, director of girls ath- 
letics. 


Mrs. Marion Dutton of Old Orchard Beach and Mrs. 
Mary White of Biddeford returned to full time teaching after 
leaving the service for a period of time. Mrs. Dutton replaced 
Mrs. Doris Kuhn who resigned to teach in Old Town while 
Mrs. White accepted an additional first grade position made 
necessary due to last year’s large entering Junior-Primary 
class. 


Late in the fall term, Mr. Robert Scamman of Saco, art 
teacher and graduate of the University of Maine, was assign- 
ed several art classes on a pupil volunteer and payment basis. 
These classes are proving to be popular and represent an 
evident need in the over-all program. 


SOCIAL STUDIES BULLETIN 
As part of the in-service training program, a group of 
teachers under the local leadership of Miss Catherine O’Con- 
nor of the Federal School volunteered to prepare and cause to 
be published the first course of study bulletin in the school 
union. The object was to outline the field of Social Studies to 
be offered in the Saco and Old Orchard Beach Schools. 


The work was started following a Harvard-Boston Univer- 
sity extension course in Social Studies presented by Dr. Stuart 
Dean during the summer of 1951. 


This bulletin was published and issued to teachers in the 
Junior-Primary through the sixth grade in both communities 
in December 1953. The work on this project was tremendous 
and considered to be outstanding by those who have had an 
opportunity to. review it. 
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The members of the committee who gave freely of their 
time and effort in addition to the chairman, include: Miss 
Elizabeth Cole, Mrs. Helen Grant, Miss Penelope Margone 
and Mrs. Eleanor R. Smith. | 


FINANCES 


The financial statement attached ito this report will-reveal 
a balance in school department funds to the amount of 
$2,072.96. This balance and much of the progress of the yea 
is due in a large measure to Federal subsidy receipts from 


P. L. 874 to the amount of $17,801.00. 


It will be necessary to increase school financing sharply 
during the next two years. The new teacher salary law passed 
at the last State legislature recognizes that the teachers of 
Maine are woefully underpaid. At least, the State salary 
schedule will have to be met. It has been established that 
among the 75 towns and cities of Maine of 2500 population 
or more, Old Orchard Beach stands 55th from the top and 
this in a state which ranks 46 among the 48 states. 


It is estimated at the time of this report that budget in- 
creases from $12,000 to $15,000 will be needed to fullfill the 
salary requirements as well as the addition of two new teach- 
ers. 


CONCLUSION 


It is again a wish to extend thanks to the Lions’ Club for 
their sponsorship of the Dental Clinic. Those who have re- 
ceived benefit from the program should know that this is one 
of the outstanding projects of any service club in Maine. 


I am constantly impressed by the cooperation of our teach- 
er group, school committee members, and the many friends 
of education at Old Orchard Beach.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSING, 1953 
To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 


We opened our School Nursing program for 1953 by start- 
ing classes in First Aid sponsored by the American National 
Red Cross with the eighth grade group. The classes were 
held twice a week and were carried on for three months. At 
the end of that time Certificates in Jr. Red Cross First Aid 
were issued to the students who had successfully completed 
the course. Fifty-two students received certificates. 


During Jan. and Feb. we carried on a Patch testing pro- 
gram. This test was given to check on symptoms of T.B. 
(When a person reacts to the Patch Test it signifies that at 
some previous time he has been in contact with T.B. germs 
but does not necessarily mean that he is actually ill with 
T.B. If there has been a definite contact with an ill person 
plus a reaction to the test then follow up by chest x-ray is 
advisable. ) 


We Patch Tested all our Jr. Primary group — all new 
students to our school— the eighth grade group and the 
Senior High School class. (The last two groups are consid- 
ered important to check on particularly because they usually 
are going through a growing period and may be rather suscep- 
tible to T.B. The test program is a good screening out pro- 
cedure and like other test programs we ‘take several factors 
into account in evaluating the results. The general family 
health habits plus any probable T.B. contact. We follow the 
family doctor’s advice and the State Diagnostic Clinic whose 
chest x-ray service are had in March and September. ) 


Over two hundred and fifty Patch tests were given and 


at the March Clinic nine students were x-rayed. In Sept. ten 
more students had x-rays. No serious conditions were found. 
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During 1953 the school children were offered the services 
of the immunization clinics held regularly at the Town Hall 
for protection against smallpox, whooping cough, tetanus and 
diphtheria. The general school group were practicalfy 100 
per cent immunized and the good worth of: this protection 
was shown by the very few cases of whooping cough we had 
the past year for instance, in comparison to the number of 
young children we had in Old Orchard Beach who would be 
susceptible to this disease. 


Other special clinics supervised by the State Health De- 
partment and our nearby hospital clinic services were used 
for School children during 1953. Cardiac Clinic, Mental 
Health Clinic, various x-ray services, Pediatric and Crippled 
Children Clinic were some of our “helpers” during the past 
year. 


The Sight Survey sponsored by the local Lions Club was 
completed in the Spring of 1953. Sixteen children whose 
vision tested poorly were given private eye sight examina- 
tions through the efforts of the Lions Club and the Business | 
and Professional Women’s Club and twelve were fitted to 
glasses. 


The teachers and school nurse gave Snellen Eye tests in 
the Fall of 1953 to all of the students. Because of the exten- 
sive eye care program done through the past year out of ap- 
proximately 1000 plus eye tests there were only some six 
(new) children needing eye care attention. 

We borrow the audiometer owned by the Biddeford and 
Saco Lions Club each year to check up on the hearing con- 
ditions of our school children. Twelve children failed this test 
last year from the fourth grade level through High School. 
In the younger grades we use a watch tick and whisper test 
procedure plus close observation of any suspected hearing 
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difficulty. Five children in the lower grades showed signs of 
doubtful hearing ability. 


Any and all types of difficulties found by physical exami- 
nation or noticed by teachers or nurse were referred to the 
children’s homes and often times a helpful solution was work- 
ed out through cooperation between the home and school.

Herewith is my report to you on the physical examina- 
tions conducted in the schools of Old Orchard Beach since 
their opening last Fall. 


My first contact was with those students who were about — 
to participate in football. This of course was done to detect 
any minor physical impairment and correct same before any 
damage of greater magnitude developed, also to restrict those 
who might have a condition that would not warrant their 
playing the sport. Several corrective measures were instituted 
that proved exceedingly beneficial. 


During the football season there were numerous minor 
injuries and a few that required surgical and orthopedic 
procedures. 


Then with the almost overlapping of basketball, these 
students were rechecked and examined before being permitted 
to play that speedy and rigorous game. 


During this time the pupils and students from the sub 
primary thru high school were examined. The general health 
was found to~be good with few physical disabilities. The out- 
break of many of the infectious diseases began in the late Fall 
and is still present to a degree. However any gations 
sequellae have been minimal.

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REPORT OF THE MANAGER 


This seventy-second Town Report is, as you haye seen, 
dedicated to Fred I. Luce in honor of his 63 years in pub- 
lic office. As we honor Mr. Luce it is a good time to look 
at the old pictures in this report and see what the Town 
was like in years past, look at it today, and then ask what 
it will be like in the years to come. You, the citizens of 
Old Orchard Beach, will determine by the articles you write 
and pass in the Annual Town Meetings what your Town 
will become. As the remainder of the country rushes 
ahead on the economic boom of today there is danger we 
will be left behind. The town is in a sense at the cross- 
roads. Will it progress and become a more prosperous and 
finer community, or will it stand still and become nostal- 
gic about the great days that have gone. 

At this moment Old Orchard Beach is on the move. Two 
fine banks have been added to our community in the recent 
past, a fine modern library is being constructed in our 
beautiful Memorial Park, and your Town Hall has become 
a thing of beauty instead of an eyesore. A fine, safe, access 
highway is being constructed from Route 1 to the Scarboro- 
Old Orchard Beach line in Pine Point. Plans are complete 
and construction scheduled for a new highway from Route 
1 down Saco Avenue to the top of Old Orchard Street. 
Thus in the near future our community will have two of the 
finest access roads in the State. To meet Federal lighting 
standards on Saco Avenue it will be necessary to install 
new, more powerful lights. This will create a brilliantly 
lighted entrance to the Town to draw the tourist to our fine 
motels, cabins and hotels. Large motels are springing up 
throughout the town to increase the valuation and spread 
the tax load. The move is on toward greater things for our 
community. To have it continue and gain strength depends 
upon you the citizens of Old Orchard Beach. 

As you read through this report you will find a word of 
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explanation with each account. Those which are unsigned 
are actually a part of this managers report to you the 
people. This breakdown has been made to allow you to 
have the financial statements of each account before you 
as the manager makes his report. This year the report has 
been printed in two sections. Section A, this section, is for 
the citizen who wishes a report which can be read and 
not waded through. All unnecessary detail has been omit- 
ted to make for greater readability and reduced cost. 
Section B, the extra section, is printed by mimeograph 
process and has all the detail that anyone would want with 
item by item breakdown of expenditures. By this split print- 
ing $400.00 has been saved on the cost of printing the re- 
port. 

It has indeed been a pleasure to work with and for the 
people of Old Orchard Beach these past six months. The 
report of your town is a fine one this year with a sizeable 
unexpended balance at year’s end. This fine showing is due 
to the active interest of your Budget Committee, the dedi- 
cation to good government and energies of your Selectmen, 
and the planning and wise allotment schedule established 
by your former manager, Mr. John True. I wish to thank all 
members of the department of the town for their devotion 
to duty and efforts to see the job well done, the Select- 
men for their faith, advice, and encouragement, and the 
townspeople for their helpful criticism.

This past year there were fewer meetings and test Alera 
held for our local Civil Defense organization. There were 
two reasons in particular for this. First, a new State Di- 
rector was appointed and because of this it was generally 
felt that a more complete and definite program would be 
forthcoming. In as much as the average Civil Defense work- 
er becomes discouraged with a lot of revisions and changes. 
in the method of operating, the Director assumed a ‘wait

and see’ attitude. Taking this position has been justified 
in that today we do have a much better program with 
which to work. Secondly, as from the start of the CD pro- 
gram only more so, the workers in Civil Defense are handi- 
capped in trying to carry out their duties by the lack of 
interest on the part of their fellow citizens. I trust that as 
times goes on the townspeople will realize that this pro- 
gram has been put into operation for their welfare and 
safety and will prove of great service to them in the event 
of any actual emergency. I trust too that they will see fit 
to come forward and volunteer their assistance and co- 
operation in carrying this program out. 

Since the appointment of the new State Director there 
has been great strides made in perfecting the CD organi- 
zation, both on the State and County level. It will be in- 
cumbent on our community to be in keeping with this ad- 
vanced progress. This will necessarily mean much more 
activity on all local phases with regular meetings of all the 
units. All the Deputies and Unit Chairmen will be respon- 
sible for carrying out this policy along with the Director. 

In regard to our equipment, it is still intact and ready 
for immediate use. This year we have purchased two new 
major pieces. Our experience with Hurricane Edna last fall 
and the many requests for assistance with flooded base- 
ments, a Lausen water pump together with the necessary 
hose was purchased. This pump is now available to any 
citizen at a small rental fee for pump and an operator. Also, 
a Motorola radio transmitter and receiver was purchased for 
the Civil Defense headquarters. This radio operates on the 
same frequency as the present fire and police radios. This 
piece of equipment will be of great assistance to the head- 
quarters staff in contacting units operating in various parts 
of the community during a test or actual alert. 

In closing I wish to say that I feel very confident of our 
local organization. I feel that they have reached a degree 
of efficiency that can more than equal that of the average 
community. For this achievement full credit must be given 
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to the people that have worked hard and remained faithful 
to the cause of Civil Defense and Public Safety. My many 
thanks to them for their splendid spirit of cooperation. 

I want to thank the members of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Town Managers for the fine support you have giv- 
en me as the Director. I have greatly appreciated your 
willingness to assist me at all times.

All income from parking meters was, as voted in the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1954, used to pay the final install- 
ment on the parking meters. The Town no longer owes 
any money on these meters and the income from them can 
be used to finance essential services of the Town. Since 
income from the parking meters was not sufficient to pay 
the amount due and the cost of maintaining them this year 
the police department surplus of parking meter fines was 
used to supplement this money. It was fortunate indeed 
for the Town that good financial administration in the 
Police Department kept the costs down and made this 
possible.

The lifeguards patrol the beach to rescue swimmers in 
difficulty and to see that none of the bathers engage in 
games dangerous to others. During the past season not 
a single drowning occurred nor was anyone seriously in- 
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jured on the beach. Red Cross lifeguard instruction was 
given during the summer and all guards qualified for 
their “Life Guard” certification. In the coming year one 
or two new boats should be purchased to replace worn out 
boats, and a change should be made to assure more ade- 
quate supervision of life guard activities.

To carry out these activities the town appropriated 
$110,387.00 for the year 1954. Following this report you 
will find the breakdown for each department and a ‘short 
comment on the activities of each. 

During the year the question has sometimes been asked 
as to whether it pays the town to own its own equipment. 
Would it not be better to rent trucks, bull dozer, grader, 
loader and other equipment than tie up money in them. 
Present below is a breakdown of what one piece of equip- 
ment has done in the past year. 

The Hough Loader is a front shovel used to load ma- 
terials into trucks. This loader cost the Town approximately 
$9,800.00 some two years ago and was purchased new. 
21,294 yards of sand and gravel were loaded for repair and 
building of streets and for cover material for the dump. Had 
the town hired this loading done at present rates it would 
have cost $7,452.90. In addition to this over 100 cords of 
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pulpwood were loaded, and 500 yards of seaweed were 
removed from the beach, finally this same loader is used 
to clear the churches, businesses, and Old Orchard Streets 
of snow after the storm, and, with the addition of a plow, 
plows the streets during the snow storms. For rental of 
this machine to the State while it was working on State Aid 
Construction the State paid the town $1,222.00. 

Other equipment rented to the State and amounts earned 
are as follows:

This means that the equipment owned by the town 

earned for the town $5,574.76 while working on State Aid 
Roads. Naturally all work such as_ surfacing highways, 
where 53,000 gallons of asphalt was laid, and covering the 
dump was done by this same equipment. There is no ques- 
tion but what great amounts of money are saved by the 
_ town by use of its own equipment, and perhaps just as im- 
' portant, when an emergency occurs that equipment is on 
the spot available and not working on a construction job 
miles away.

“manner the job was done and a profit made to help reduce 
the fax rate in 1 the coming year.

This account cares for the removal of snow, salting, and 
sanding of the highways and sidewalks of the town. Cer- 
tain State Aid highways are also plowed for the State for 
which the town is reimbursed. During the past winter 
there was not a great deal of snow, however it was neces- 
sary to sand and salt frequently to keep the highways safe 
and passable. This type of treatment is often more expen- 
sive than plowing after a moderate snow fall. During the 
year a seldom used grader plow was adapted for use on 
one of the trucks to enable the Public Works Department 
to give better service than in the past. At present the town 
has a Walter Sno-Fiter truck, the grader, a blade plow on 
the loader, two trucks with blade plows and a truck with 
a Vee plow for clearing highways. A Case tractor is 
equipped with a Vee plow for plowing sidewalks. 


ROAD SURFACING 


Appropriation $13,000.00

This appropriation is used to resurface the highways of 
the Town, and to provide money and materials to patch the 
highways throughout the year.

resurfaced last year with asphalt. In addition several streets 
and Ross Road were surfaced with asphalt for the first time. 
It is hoped that in the coming year increased use can be 
made of crushed rock cover for the surfacing. This: armor 
coat wears better, is more skid resistant, looks better, and 
in the long run is cheaper than covering the asphalt with 
sand. Approximately one thousand feet of West Grand 
Avenue was armor coated last fall to renew the wearing 
surface. 7 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


Appropriation $15,000.00 
Receipts 22,781.28 
Expenditures $37,136.07

This appropriation is used to perform general mainten- 
ance on the roads and bridges of the Town. It also pays 
much of the overhead of the Public Works Department. 

The reason why receipts are so large is that a number of 
special resolves, making State funds available, were used 
this summer just before they were to be taken away from 
the Town. Secondly the funds received from the Federal 
Government for disaster relief went into this account to pay 
for debris removal and highway repairs. Finally the Pub- 
lic Werks Department constructed a drive for the school 
department as a contract job with the payment showing in 
the receipts. This is nct a normal situation, and receipts 
will not be cne tenth as large in the coming year. 


CLEANING STREETS AND BEACH 


Appropriation $9,300.00 
Receipts 1,349.91 
Expenditures $10,649.91 


This account has no balance or overdraft. 
The cleaning of streets and beach were in the past year 
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conducted with hand labor entirely. This is a costly, com- 
pletely inadequate method, and it is hoped that in the com- 
ing year mechanized equipment will be approved by the 
Town. By the use of machines the beach and streets of 
the town can be cleaned more often, more thoroughly, and 
all streets of the community can be cleaned not just East and 
West Grand Avenues, Old Orchard Street, Saco Avenue, 
Union Avenue and Washington Street. With a Beach clean- 
er the entire beach can be cleaned daily, if necessary, with 
but three men and their equipment. 


SPECIAL SEWERS

This account is made up of those new sewers approved 
for construction or reconstruction throughout the town. 

During the year sewers were built on Colby Avenue, 
Pine Avenue and Atlantic Avenue. The unexpended bal- 
ance is due to the Colby Avenue sewer being repaired at 
a much lower cost than anticipated, and to the Atlantic 
Avenue sewer being in the process of construction at year 
end. The cost of completing the Atlantic Avenue sewer 
will be removed by the auditors from the final unexpended 
balance for their statement. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS 


Appropriation $7,500.00 

Receipts 659.74 
Expenditures $8,079.48 
Overdraft $80.26 


This account cares for the maintenance of the sewers and 
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storm drains of the Town. During the past year a major 
sewer break was experienced on the Brown Street sewer 
which proved costly to repair due to high sewage flows 
and ground water infiltration. Inspection of the sewers 
of the town revealed that many of the main lines were one 
half to three quarters full of sediments and were able to 
carry much less sewage than flowed during heavy rains. 
The bucket sewer cleaner machines were hired from the 
Town of Sanford and a number of lines cleaned out. This 
is costly, when machines are hired, therefore it is recom- 
mended that a set of machines be purchased by the Town 
so that all lines can be thoroughly cleaned. Once this is 
done the present system should be well able to carry present 
flows, and costly reconstruction of our main lines can be 
delayed for a few years at least. By delaying major con- 
struction it might be possible to use State or Federal funds 
for part of the cost. 


SANITATION DEPARTMENT 


Appropriation $22,500.00 
Expenditures $22,576.35 
Overdraft $76.35 

This account cares for the removal of rubbish and gar- 
bage from both the residences and businesses of the Town. 

The system of removal used in the past year has been 
to have all rubbish removed by the Public Works Depart- 
ment using a Gar Wood Compactor body and a stake body 
truck. The garbage has been removed by Mr. Francis 
Townsend, a private contractor, at a cost of $80.00 per 
week. Mr. Townsend provides his own truck, but the 
town hires a helper for him at a cost of $40.00 per week. 
This system is costly in the extreme and in addition causes 
great difficulty in the summer due to visitors, being unused 
to the system, who wrap their garbage in paper or mix 
cans and paper with it. When this occurs the garbage re- 
moval contractor will not take the garbage forcing the 
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people to call the Town Office for its removal by a spe- 
cially dispatched truck from the Public Works Department. 
The contract with Mr. Townsend expires on June 26, 1955 
and it is recommended that it not be renewed. If the Town 
should go to a combined pickup of garbage and rubbish 
it would require the purchase of another compactor type 
body at a cost of $3,500.00. A truck chassis presently 
owned by the town can be adapted at little cost to carry 
this body. Such a move would save the Town consider- 
able money, and it is anticipated that the cost of the addi- 
tional equipment could very nearly be saved the first year. 
In the winter one truck could handle all the pickup without 
addition of any more personnel than we now use. 


SIDEWALKS 
Appropriation $2,000.00 
Expenditures $1,359.12 
Unexpended $640.88 


This account cares for the repair of existing sidewalks by 
covering with hot-top mix or by replacement of raised or 
broken sections with cement. The unexpended amount 
in this account is not due to all bad sections of sidewalks 
having been repaired, rather it is due to the fact that the 
Public Works Department was engaged in debris clearance 
from the hurricanes when weather and other conditions 
were right for sidewalk repairs. 


SPRINKLER SYSTEM 


Appropriation $2,000.00 
Expenditures $2,324.82 
Overdraft $324.82 


This account paid for the installation of the sprinkler 
system in the Town Garage buildings. The overdraft is 
due to the fact that the wiring of the alarm system to the 
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Fire Station was not calculated in with the contract for the 
installation of the piping. 
Savings realized on reduced insurance rates will pay for 


this installation in a very few years. :

_ This account was voted to construct new sidewalks on 
town streets as set up in the warrant of the Town Meeting.

This walk was held up 
due to the fact that if it was constructed on the street line 
it would cause great hardship cn the abutting property 
owners. The Selectmen decided to present the matter to 
the next Town Meeting to decide where the street line 
should be established.

New lights of higher intensity 
will have to be installed to meet the requirements of Fed- 
eral standards as Federal funds will be used in construction 
of the road.

This appropriation was made to maintain Temple Avenue 
and the the Ocean Park Beach in a clean and tidy condition. 
The funds were turned over to the Ocean Park Association 
which hired the work done. If the Town should purchase 
the requested equipment for cleaning streets this can be 
cared for by the Public Works Department and no ap- 
propriation will be needed.

It is recommended that this operation be handled by the 
town in the coming year to save money and assure a more 
complete spraying of the town.

However it is very important to help only those who are 
really destitute, because these funds are limited and were 
they used up unwisely those entirely dependent on the 
Town for food and shelter would suffer severely. There is 
also the obligation to the tax payers to keep the welfare 
burden as low as possible. Due to a worsening of the local 
economic situation it is felt that the coming year will see a 
greater load on the poor department.

policy the 25% remaining in the Federal approved projects 
will be forwarded after the detailed vouchers of expendi- 
tures have been submitted. 

Sanitary and Storm Sewer Repairs project #3 was disap- 
proved on the first submission due to the fact that a true 
emergency did not exist in the minds of the investigating 
engineer. This project has been resubmitted with a letter 
explaining the seasonal nature of the community and result- 
ant sewage flows as well as the soil conditions of the area. 
It is felt that consideration of these factors will lead to an 
approval of the requested funds. 


We of Old Orchard Beach are fortunate indeed to re- 
ceive this Federal Assistance for hurricane damage. The 


amount approved is in excess of two mills on the tax rate, 
and had the money not been made available from the 
Federal Government it would have been necessary to add 
it to the rate in the coming year. 

By prompt application for funds these projects were 
approved, and money received before the year end. Old 
Orchard Beach was one of the first communities to have 
their projects approved by the State and Federal Govern- 
ment. The 48 forms per application proved troublesome to 
many communities and some of our neighbors were refer- 
red to Old Orchard Beach for help in filling their appli- 


cations out correctly. 
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HEALTH OFFICER

This account paid for the operation of the information 
booth in the station, the purchase of 5,000 bumper signs 
advertising Old Orchard Beach, the maintenance and opera- 
tion costs of the electric signs at the end of Ocean Park 
Road and Cascade Road, the publication of the Town- 
Brochure, the preparation of lists of inquiries, the engag- 
ing of an advertising agency to run newspaper ads, and 
the placing of booths in various sports shows. This appro- 
priation is limited by the Statutes of Maine to one mill 
of the tax rate. 


REPORT OF THE PUBLICITY DIRECTOR 


As publicity director for the town of Old Orchard Beach 
for the 1954 season, marking the third successive year that 
I have been entrusted with this responsible position, it is 
a pleasure and also my duty to report to the residents of 
the town of Old Orchard Beach on the personal services I 
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have rendered, and the activities of the Old Orchard Beach 
Information Bureau for the 1954 year. 

It will be noticed in examining the annual town report 
that under my supervision for the third successive year 
there is no overdraft in this department and the 1954 year 
was completed with a cash balance of $339.36. This is one 
of the few departments of the town that has kept within 
its appropriation. This accomplishment is due to the fine 
cooperation received from Town Manager Norris Stilphen, 
a majority of the board of selectmen, and former town man- 
ager, John True, a certain group of local business and hotel- 
men, together with intimate friends affiliated with news- 
papers and various periodicals and advertising agencies in 
this country and Canada, generously supplying much free 
publicity for Old Orchard Beach. 


The larger part of the $6,465 appropriation voted at the 
annual March town meeting upon recommendation of the 
Budget committee was spent as usual largely for news- 
paper advertising totaling $3,055.58. Other large expendi- 
tures made from the same fund included, brochures and 
accommodation listings available for tourists, $800; auto- 
mobile bumper signs, $500; maintenance of electric operat- 
ed road signs and needed repairs, $180; telephone rental 
service for information bureau, $84; payroll, director's sal- 
ary, $40 weekly, 12-week, 54-hour period, $480; assistant to 
director, $30 weekly for a near similar 50-hour work week, 
$359.69; postage and parcel post, $100. 

A program suggested by the Frost Advertising Agency, 
Boston, through its representative, James Cruickshank, was 


unanimously approved and used during the past summer 
season. 

The cooperation promised at the time by the Chamber 
of Commerce group that they would sponsor promotion 
programs if all money possible was used by the selectmen 


for newspaper and program advertising failed to material- 
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ize. Certain promotion events which some selectmen and 
the publicity manager had in mind to benefit the smaller 
business men of the community through a certain amount 
being reserved for such a purpose had to be abandoned 
through lack of available funds. 

The publicity director and town officials have been 
criticized unjustly in recent months by different local in- 
dividuals and business groups for their inability to attract 
more people to the town during the 1954 season and through 
their yearly receipts dropping far below par during the 
past summer. This group has not taken into consideration 
that the town officers have no control of weather conditions 
which during the height of the vacation season, were so un- 
suitable that many of the regular colony of summer vaca- 
tionists cancelled their visits to the beach. 

It is time that local business men, hotel, motel, camp 
and rooming house operators realize through past experi- 
ences that something besides the ocean and bathing beach 
is needed to supply the modern wants of so many vacation- 
ists. If the town is to prosper as a vacation center the type 
of recreational facilities demanded by the younger genera- 
tion and forms of entertainment expected by older groups, 
must be supplied. 

Perhaps only a few residents of the town fully realize the 
strong, increasing competition faced by Old Orchard Beach 
from Maine, New Hampshire and Cape Cod sections of 
Massachusetts in their bids for new tourist business. Large 
sums of money, double and in some cases more than triple, 
like at Hampton Beach, subscribed by a united group in- 
cluding the town, chamber of commerce and non-trade 
organization members are being used to lure more of our 
Canadian trade to their shores through recreational pro- 
grams, which our town has failed to sponsor in the past, 
and through expensive radio, newspaper and TV advertis- 
ing programs. 

Many of the larger amusement concerns and their Con-

cessionaires make heavy annual expenditures for publicity 
of their own personal operations rather than showing any 
desire to become affiliated in any cooperative effort used 
in behalf of all business men and the resort business in 
general. That far better results with this same huge amount 
of money could be derived through a united effort to pro- 
mote the entire resort rather than some particular unit, 
is my personal opinion. 

High prices asked by operators of some housing accom- 
modations, and by cottage owners have also prompted 
many motorists to seek accommodations on the outskirts of 
the town. The same reason for owners of some eating places 
complaining of loss of business during the season can be 
attributed also to the fact that many persons find more 
satisfactory and more appealing restaurants and food at 
much lower prices at Scarborough, Saco, Biddeford and 
Portland, to judge from the complaints registered by visit- 
ors. 


Failure to provide a free, easy to reach, free municipal 
parking lot within the business street, in a more desirable 
location than the Milliken street parking lot, then assessing 
a motorist a parking fee and rigid fines for first time 
violators have promoted many to leave town never to return 
again, according to their threats. 

Failure to provide persons with the type of accommoda- 
tions desired and promised them and misrepresentation of 
many places by their owners as to the nearness of the beach, 
has caused the information bureau to receive many per- 
sonal and written complaints from persons so deceived. 

Failure to establish a centrally located headquarters or 
to provide a Better Business Bureau by the Old Orchard 
Beach Chamber of Commerce where complaints should 
have been registered with officials of that trade bureau has 
resulted in the information bureau personnel being called 
upon on many occasions during the past three years to try 
and adjust the complaints. It should be realized that a single 
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dissa.isfied tourist can cause many thousands of dollars loss 
of business. 

The Old Orchard Beach Information Bureau director has 
been advised that complaints of the above-mentioned type 
should be turned over to them, especially in cases where 
any individual business man or trade organization dis- 
tributes literature making misrepresentations about recrea- 
tional facilities that do not exist and merchandise offered 
for sale, so they may be further investigated and if found 
true exposed, to protect the public before any great amount 
of tourist business is lost. 

In mv best judgment Old Orchard Beach has reached 
the crossroads. Unless tourists receive more value for each 
dollar they spend here; unless some hotel, camp and busi- 
ness men provide more sanitary and better equipped places 
for the rentals asked; unless town officials take over the 
parkway at the foot of Old Orchard Beach as a site where 
band concerts, drills, free acts and similar programs can be 
presented for the entertainment of out of town visitors, the 
town will continue to become known in travel circles as 
ancther Coney Island. 

I am reliably informed that within the near future, for 
the third successive year, the personnel of the Old Orchard 
Peach Informaticn Pureau, the town selectmen and town 
manager cf the town will be honored again with an award 
cf merit. 

This citaticn is awarded for outstanding services con- 
ti-uted° by the informaticn bureau to vacationists and 
tcurists’ dur'nt their planned vacations, from money ex- 
pended from the publicity fund. 

The 1954 records of the Official Information bureau show 
that through advertising programs used, a total of 1,428 
letters were received from persons displaying interest in 
ebtainin> information about available accommodations for 
visits and. vacations in Old Orchard Beach. This list in- 
cluded letters from various states in the country, different 
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parts of Canada, India, Brazil, Argentina, Panama Canal 
zone, France, England and Ireland, each promptly an- 
swered with an enclosed brochure and housing accommoda- 
tion listinz. All names and addresses of these communica- 
tions were made available to all hotel, motel, cabin and 
rooming house operators through near daily mimeograph 
letters distributed from the bureau’s headquarters. 

Other names appearing on the same listings were those 
received from Chamber of Commerce officials after their 
membership had first been serviced with the names re- 
ceived through their own personally conducted newspaper 
advertising program, in many instances a close duplication 
of the ads sponsored by the bureau. 

The daily traffic reports of the Information Bureau show 
that during the 1954 season, the director and his assistant 
handled 17,871 different types of inquiries and calls made 
and received to obtain information for visitors at the rail- 
road station headquarters. This work by only two salaried 
employees was in addition to the mimeograph letters pub- 
lished cf prospective guests for the benefit of town resi- 
dents in a position to supply the desired accommodations 
and keeping daily logs cf services rendered. - 

The same records show that telephone calls received 
and answered totaled 1,770. Some of these communications 
by phone came from New York, Montreal, Quebec City, 
Toronto, Philadelphia and one from Los Angeles, Calif. A 
total of 3,682 pieces of literature was distributed in ad- 
vertising local housing accommodations and recreational 
facilities and in supplying road maps, bumper signs and 
information desired abcut other Maine and New Hamp- 
shire vacation resorts as requested by different callers at 
the bureau. Miscellaneous matters handled throughout the 
summer were listed at 3,347. There were 713 inquiries for 
tourist camps and homes, 692 persons were interested in 
hotel accommodations, while 351 personal inquiries were 
made concerning available housekeeping cottages. The 
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majority of the latter calls were referred to local real 
estate agents. 


The 1954 Season traffic record was the heaviest tabulated 
since such type of service for visitors in Old Orchard. Beach 
become available through town funds. 


The publicity director feels greatly indebted to the 
Maine Publicity Bureau and Maine Development Com- 
mission officials for the numerous courtesies, personal ser- 
vices, advertising supplies and road maps supplied the 
bureau and for the large amount of publicity given the 
world’s finest beach in advertising programs sponsored by 
each organization. 

I would like to express my sincere thanks to the Bidde- 
ford Journal, the Guy Gannett Publishing Company, Port- 
land, the New England, New York newspapers and maga- 
zines and radio stations WIDE, Biddeford, WGAN, WCSH 
and WPOR, Portland and other radio and television stations 
for numerous courtesies extended me without any expense 
to the town. 

My sincere appreciation to my secretaries, Miss Reinette 
Fortier and Mrs. Lorraine Dowd, Town Manager Norris 
Stilphen, the board of selectmen, officials and members of 
the police and fire departments and to Mrs. Lublinsky for 
the many hours cf services supplied at the bureau head- 
quarters without pay and to all other persons who in any 
way assisted me in making my past year’s administration so 
successful. 

In behalf of the town officials and myself, a heartfelt vote 
of thanks to Stelios Theodoros, Scarborough, for free use 
of the space used again as the 1954 Official Information 
Bureau headquarters.

The above stated record of collections calculates out to 
only 84% of the taxes committed being collected. This is 
not a figure that the Town can be proud of. 

A study of the tax records reveals that a number of large 
property owners have failed to pay their taxes when due 
for a number of years. To be sure these tax delinquents 
pay 6% interest on the amount owed the town and are thus 
penalized for their lack of promptness, however it does 
create a tight cash position at the year end. In view of 
these facts it would appear that more stringent collection 
practices are necessary as provided under the Statutes of 
Maine. This is not a pleasant prospect for any tax collec- 
tor, whose activities have been unpopular since the days 
of the Romans, however the welfare of the town is in- 
volved so they will be carried out without hesitation. Again 
I would like to state that it is not the small property own- 
ers who are the major offenders, but the wealthy property 
owners who are well able to pay their just taxation to pro- 
vide those governmental services voted by the Town.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL SERVICE COMM. 


This first annual report of the Civil Service Commission 
to the Citizens of Old Orchard Beach will summarize the 
method of establishing the commission, its progress during 
the calendar year 1954, and add some comment upon the 
operation of your fire department. 


THE COMMISSION. The Ninety-sixth Legislature of 
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the State of Maine in 1953, enacted a law to provide for a 
Civil Service Commission for the Town of Old Orchard 
Beach which could become effective only after a favorable 
vote of acceptance by a majority of the legal voters cast- 
ing ballots at an annual or special municipal election. The 
acceptance received a favorable vote at the annual town 
meeting on March 1, 1954; 1038, Yes, to 229, No. Commis- 
sion members were elected at the special election held June 
7, 1954. In the following six months the commission has 
investigated its responsibilities and prepared a tentative 
draft of the rules thought suitable to guide the operations 
of the commission within the limits fixed by the Legislative 
Act and fitted to the requirements of the fire department in 
this Town. 

The Act adopted by the Town directs the Commission 
to “supervise and control appointment and promotion, lay- 
off, reinstatement, suspension and removal of the members 
of the fire department.” Thus our attention to personnel 
matters is clearly limited to the fire department. 

We offer our sincere thanks for the complete cooperation 
we have received from the Selectmen, Town Manager, 
members of the fire department, and a number of other 
persons. 

During the year 1955 the commission will complete its 
rules of operation and make them available to firemen and 
townspeople. Measures in process will fill vacancies among 
the call firemen caused by resignation and change of resi- 
dence to another town, and the selection of two lieutenants 
by the Chief from call men who qualify in competitive ex- 
aminations. 

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. In the year 1954, our Town 
was favored with a phenomenally small number of calls for 
fire apparatus. Fire Chief Theodore H. Mingo says the past 
year has been the most inactive of any in his memory. The 
records show the fire department was called 89 times dur- 
ing the calendar year, but only 28 of these were under con- 
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ditions requiring the use of the fire alarm whistle; the re- 
maining 61 calls being handled by the full-time firemen 
without assistance from the call men. The record for 1953 
shows 143 calls for the department, and 146 in 1952. 

It is well known throughout this town that our fire de- 
partment is well run, and we are glad to confirm the good 
order and condition of the department. We found that this 
Town has provided for five full-time firemen and a group 
of 30 call firemen. The full-time men — Chief, Assistant 
Chief, and three others—are responsible for the care of all 
the Town’s fire apparatus and are the first to respond to any 
alarm. The equipment they keep ccnstantly ready for 
immediate use represents over $125,000 replacement value. 
These men, also, are expected to take charge at all fires; 
to operate expertly the pumpers, resuscitators, and all other 
apparatus; and to remain within instant call any moment 
for 48 consecutive hours, Sundays and holidays included. 
After each 48 hour period on duty, they then have 24 hours 
off duty. During off duty days, however, full-time firemen 
are expected to respond to all fire alarms unless they are 
out of town. The average work week for full time firemen 
amounts to 112 hours, and they are now paid $52.50 a week. 

At the request of the Chief, the Commission held Oc- 
tober 15, 1954, a competitive examination among the full- 
time firemen for the position of Captain. Two men quali- 
fied in this examination and the Chief selected William 
. Murphy for the position. There is no provision, at present, 
for an increase of pay for a Captain—or for the two Lieuten- 
ants expected to qualify in 1955—and an increase will be 
authorized only by action at a town meeting. 

The Old Orchard Beach fire department operates as a 
call department. The full-time force takes the apparatus to 
all fires and, often unassisted, controls the emergency; but 
if more men are needed they come from the roster of thirty 
call firemen. Call men were paid $100 annually until 
about 1951, when the rate of pay was fixed on the basis of 
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the time between the sounding of an alarm and the follow- 
ing “All Out” signal. Later radio equipment was added to 
three fire trucks and the fire station. Radio equipment 
often permits to Chief to send full-time firemen to answer 
a call, and wai for their radio report from the spot before 
bringing the call men by use of the fire whistle. In a nor- 
mal year such wise and creditable use of modernized equip- 
ment results in saving $500 to $1500, by avoiding the need- 
less calling of extra men. 

Your Commission cannot avoid hearing the complaints 
of inadequate earnings made by full-time and call firemen, 
and it feels it is responsible for the presentation of the facts 
to the townspeople. Your Commission, however, cannot 
overlook Section 14 of the Civil Service Act which says, 
“The compensation of the men of the fire department shall 
be fixed by the voters.” 

Because of the circumstances just described, your Com- 
mission recommends the voters give careful attention to 
the wage and salary'situation so that an adequate and com- 
petent fire department may be preserved. We believe the 
voters in town meeting will act reasonably so that firemen 
and fire department officers may receive a wage properly 
recognizing their duties and experience in the protection 
of property and lives in moments of emergency.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Old Orchard Beach: 
The annual report of the Public Schools of Old Orchard 
Beach for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1954, re- 
views briefly the national educational scene, progress at 
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the local level, and concludes by summarizing teacher, 
pupil, and finance statistics. 


THE NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL SCENE 


Enrollments Increase 
At all School Levels 


According to the National Education Association, more 
than 21 per cent of our total population is enrolled in the 
public and private educational institutions in this country. 
Enrollments from kindergarten through college—both pub- 
lic and private—are estimated to be 35,651,000. This rep- 
resents an increase over last year of 1,647,000 pupils. About 
85 per cent of this increase is found at the elementary 
school level. 


Teacher Supply-Demand 
Out of Balance 


The total number of new teachers needed for next fall, 
for both elementary and secondary, has been estimated at 
137,000. The current supply available as graduates of our 
universities and colleges is in the vicinity of 55,000. This 
will mean the continuation of more untrained teachers for 
some time to come. 


Money For Schools 
Continues to Rise 

In spite of state legislative activity nationwide, financial 
difficulties are more acute. The 1954 cost of public ele- 
mentary, secondary, and higher education will exceed $10 
billion. 

Total school taxes for public elementary and secondary 
schools have more than doubled in the past eight years. 
The 1946 tax figure was 3,059,844,000. This has risen 
steadily in the intervening period to a 1954 estimate of 7,- 
783,216,000. 

More than 95 per cent of the money thus collected comes 
from state and local tax sources. Thirty-seven per cent of 
the school revenue will be raised by the 48 state govern- 
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ments ranging from 4 percent in New Hampshire to 83 per- 
cent in Delaware. More than half the total public school 
revenue comes from local and county sources. 


Federal Legislation 
Affecting Education 


Public Laws 815 and 874 providing federal assistance for 
operation, maintenance and building in war and defense 
impacted areas has been extended for three more years. 

Bills were introduced in the 83rd Congress to assist states 
in school construction but they made little progress and died 
from lack of support. 

A White House Conference has been called for 1955 fol- 
lowing individual state conferences on educational needs. 
It is possible that some favorable federal legislation may 
develop from these conferences although a hands off policy 
on educational aid from the federal level is clearly the inter- 
est of the party in power. 


The Supreme Court ‘: 
Decision On Segregation 


History was made on May 17 when Chief Justice War- 
ren handed down the unanimous opinion of the Supreme 
Court on compulsory segregation of the races in the public 
schools. Decrees to implement the decision are expected 
this year. | 

The forward step of integration is under way despite 
opposition of many southern states. 


NEW BUILDING PROJECT SUCCESSFUL 

Eight Classrooms 
By Fall Of 1955 

The rather stormy career of school building planning 
groups cleared to a large extent following the authorization 
at the annual town meeting in March of a $160,000 bond 
issue for a new school building. 

The Board of Selectmen appointed the following on 
March 31 to serve as a School Building Committee: Har- 
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riet Fogg, Lewis Fowler, Dorothy Garland, Howard Slan- 
ey, David Marshall, Mary Manduca, Gordon Smith, Frank- 
lin Milliken, Henry Rudy, Edward Bragg, Gladys Good- 
win, Herbert Sears, Wyman ‘Tucker, Adelbert Jakeman, 
Thomas Cockerille, Winifred Benway and the Superin- 
tending School Committee. 

Henry Rudy and Howard Slaney were elected co-chair- 
men of this large committee. ; 

Following town article directives in meetings throughout 
the summer, bid proposals were opened on September 1 on 
three types of an eight-room school building. No bids of 
the six contractors were acceptable as all were over the 
amount of money available. Certain specifications were re- 
duced and bids from the three lowest bidders were re- 
quested for September 7. 

Once again all bids were rejected on September 7 and the 
town meeting scheduled for that date was postponed after 
a full explanation by Mr. Rudy. The architect was instruct- 
ed to re-draw plans and set up specifications for a building 
that could be built within the money allocated. 

Following a nine weeks period for the above work to be 
done, the following bids were received on November 15: 
Leonard, $148,924.10; Merrill, $142,226.16; and McLellan, 
$139,195.00. After acceptance by action of the Town Meet- 
ing on November 16, contract was awarded to the Paul B. 
McLellan Company of Portland to build the new school 
structure. 

Much to the relief and pride of the many workers on this 
project, ground was broken cn November 22 for a school 
to be ready for occupancy cn or before September 10, 1955. 


DOUBLE SESSION PLAN 


Three Additional 
Classrooms Needed 


School officials were faced with the problem of provid- 
ing space for three classrooms of pupils for the fall term of 
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1954. Plans were made well in advance to take care of this 
situation by the school building proposed on December 2, 
1953, at a special town meeting. This initial project, lost by 
only 40 votes, caused a study to be made of all available 
space suitable for school purposes. 

Measured against heating, lighting, and sanitary require- 
ments, no facilities were found of sufficient size to care for 
all of the space needed. It was then decided to make the 
proper rooms available by means of the double session 
principle. Six classes were selected from the third, fourth, 
and fifth grades. It was concluded that children younger 
than these grades should not have their programs inter- 
rupted and that children older than these groups would 
lose the benefit of certain special subjects taught in the 
upper grades. Better arrangements could have been made 
had there been an even number of classes per grade, such 
as; four or six instead of three. 

Teachers are doing everything within their power to keep 
the pupils under this program up to grade level. Extra time 
_ will be made available on parent request or, as the develop- 
ed needs indicate. 


MAINTENANCE OF FACILITIES 


Buildings-Grounds 
Repairs-Replacements 


Once again with the help of Federal funds to the amount 
of $2600, school property and equipment have been main- 
tained in excellent condition. 

Most of the work has been carried on by and under the 
directicn of the regular building janitors who work the year 
around. General repairs, painting of classrooms, and 
grounds upkeep offer a busy schedule throughout the 
summer. 

Several special projects were completed by outside labor. 
Fluorescent lights were installed in the second floor class- 
room of the Elementary School completing a lighting pro- 
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ject of several years duration. All cf the elementary schools 
are now correctly lighted. New light fixtures were installed 
in the high school gymnasium increasing the light intensity 
by 100 per cent. om: 

Resurfacing of the roadway circling the high school prov- 
ed to be a major project. The work, however, was done as 
reasonable as possible by town employees and machinery 
under the direction of the Road Commissioner. 

The front of the stage and front walls of the gymnasium 
were re-finished. New back supports and front paneling 
were found to be necessary due to the wear of basketball 
and other athletics through the years. 

New construction included a large storage cabinet in the 
Home Economics Department as well as an outdoor seat 
encircling the large tree in front of the Federal School. The 
cabinet was a recommendation of the State Department of 
Education. 

The following equipment was purchased and added to 
the several departments: new gymnasium lockers were in- 
stalled in the girls’ dressing room, new classroom curtains 
were purchased for the chemistry laboratory, a fluid dupli- 
cator was supplied for the office in the Federal School, one 
modern classroom set of desks and chairs for the Old High 
School, one IBM electric typewriter for the Commercial 
Department, six General Electric classroom clocks were 
purchased for replacements, and two gas stoves were in- 
stalled in the Home Economics Department at no cost. 


TEACHING PERSONNEL 


10 New Faces 
To Greet And Know 


Three new teaching positions were established for the 
fall term bringing the total teaching roster to forty-four. An 
unusually heavy turnover of teachers during the summer 
gave evidence that the salary schedule was not as yet meet- 
ing the needs of all of the teachers. 
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Miss Mary Brady of Biddeford, former Southbridge, Mas- 
sachusetts, teacher with three years of experience, was as- 
signed a new second grade at the Old High School. Mr. 
Donald Allgrove of Old Orchard Beach, an experienced 
teacher-principal from Unity accepted a new seventh grade 
in the Federal School. Mr. Robert Scamman of Saco and 
a graduate of the University of Maine was engaged to head 
up the first art department in the Old Orchard Beach 
schools. 

The following teachers resigned for other teaching posi- 
tions in this state and elsewhere: Mr. Hawkes, Portland 
High School; Miss Whitehouse, Oregon; Miss Arold, Scar- 
borough; Mr. Cunningham, Vermont; Miss Cole, New 
Hampshire; Mrs. McKenna, Texas; Mrs. Mary Fallon re- 
signed to leave the teaching profession. 

Mrs. Pearl Fickett of Gorham and Miss Mary Kane of 
South Portland were assigned to the English Department in 
the High School. Miss Fickett brings twenty-five years of 
teaching experience to the department while Miss Kane 
taught for the past three years at Hartland Academy. 

Miss Celia Philbrook of Westbrook and a graduate of 
Springfield College replaced Miss Whitehouse as instruct- 
or of girls’ physical education. Miss Philbrook taught at 
Wells High School last year. 

Mrs. Pauline Fisher returned to the sixth grade position 
vacated by Mrs. McKenna and Mrs. Anderson was assign- 
ed to the fourth grade vacancy created by Miss Cole. 

Mr. Richard North of Westbrook, Bates College graduate, 
accepted the positicn formerly held by Miss Arnold while 
Miss Mary Whitehurst of Saco, a former instructor in Hollis 
High School, replaced Mr. Carl Cunningham in the Com- 
mercial Department. 

Mr. Tames Scully of Biddeford, former instructor in a 
private school in New York was assigned to the seventh 
grade position taught for many years by Mrs. Anderson. 
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TEACHERS SALARIES 


Average Salaries Low 
Present Day Standards 


Previous discussions of teachers salaries at Old Orchard 
Beach indicates that more comparative information is need- 
ed for a general understanding. 

The two tables immediately following were prepared by 
the Maine Teachers’ Association. The first establishes 
clearly that Maine salaries are small in comparison with 
other states. And more to the point perhaps, the second 
table shows the average salary of Old Orchard Beach teach- 
ers as being less than their neighbors, with one exception, 
and well below the average of their group. 

Stated in other words, the average salary of the Old 
Orchard Beach teachers is 44th in position among 74 cities 
and towns of 2,500 population and over in a state whose 
position so far as average teacher's salaries is concerned is 
42nd among the 48 states of this country.

FINANCES 


The fiscal year closed with a balance of $7,170.32. This 
amount is due in part to unexpected receipts. By act of the 
fall special session of legislature, the additional amount 
of $2,612.00 was received as extra subsidy from the De- 
partment of Education. In addition, Old Orchard Beach 
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received the amount of $5,524.33 from the Federal Govern- 
ment under Public Law 874. 

Some increase in school financing will be unavoidable 
as predicted in last year’s report. However, only. two new 
teachers will be necessary even with the opening of eight 
new classrooms in the new elementary school. There will 
be need for one additional janitor and some increase for 
fuel and general school maintenance with respect to the 
new building. Again, if the school department is to take 
over the health projects which were financed for so long 
by the Lions’ Club, this will increase the estimated cost for 
the year ahead. 


CONCLUSION 


We are proud of the gift of a new steel flag pole for the 
Federal School as presented by the Abbott-Verville Amvets 
Post No. 5 and I wish to especially thank them for the 
project. May I again thank the Parent-Teachers’ Association 
for their continued interest and support as well as the many 
building-planning committee members for their time and 
effort. 

This has been a year of progress for education in Old 
Orchard Beach. I am especially grateful to the many who 
have helped in the movement forward.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSING Jan.-Dec. 1954 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 
We started our School Year of 1954 with our regular 
classes in First Aid held with the eighth grade group. After 
some three months of twice weekly classes sixty-six students 
were qualified for Certificates in Junior Red Cross First Aid. 
Routine Patch testing against T.B. was started in Jan. 
and Junior Primary groups—all new students in all grade 
levels—and Junior and Senior High School students were 
tested. Four students were x-rayed in March routinely as 
they were previous patients of the State Diagnostic Clinic. 
One new student who reacted Positive on the test was found 
to be a member of a family where both an adult and a pre- 
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school child were ill with T.B. and not under medical care. 
Finding this child and getting the family under proper 
medical supervision required weeks of work and effort by 
several health workers and agencies, but it was welk worth 
while as to our best knowledge there was no spread of T.B. 
to any one outside of the family itself. 

CLINICS 

Immunization against diphtheria, tetanus and whooping 
cough and vaccination against smallpox was carried on thru 
last year. Clinics were held monthly except for the time 
during “polio possibility” season when “shots” and vaccine 
might be heavy on a child. 

The school children were invited to these immunization 
clinics to get the protection or “booster” shots as needed. 
In general the school group were found to be 100% pro- 
tected. 

Other special clinics held at nearby hospitals or under 
State Health Department supervision were of assistance to 
us during 1954. Cardiac—Mental Hygiene—various x-rays 
Rheumatic Fever—Pediatric and Crippled Children’s Ser- 
vices were of considerable value to us during the past year. 

In May of 1954 we borrowed the audiometer machine 
owned by the Biddeford and Saco Lions Club and did 
hearing tests from the fourth grade level thru High School. 
Some seventeen students failed to grade as average on hear- 
ing ability. In a few cases the failure meant a hearing de- 
fect. In most instances the lack of a sound proof room and 
the student taking a first time test accounted for the failures. 
The watch tick and whisper tests were used in the early 
primary grades plus daily observation of the children in 
order to gauge the hearing quality of the youngsters. 

SCHOOL HEALTH CARE 

When we opened school in the Fall of 1954 after summer 
vacation we had our routine health exams. Throat and 
chest check-ups were done by our School Doctor, Dr. 
Donald Skillings. Snellen Eye Tests were given by the 
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classroom teachers and the school nurse. This was followed 
by a Sight Survey Exam given by Dr. George Oliver on 
all who failed the Snellen Test—on all new students—and 
all the children who were having reading problems on the 
chance that this difficulty might be caused by a sight 
defect. 


The children were weighed and measured and our School 
Hygienist, Mrs. Doris Homer, checked up on mouth and 
teeth conditions in all grades. The School Dental Program 


was a good help to us the past year as it has been each year 
since it started. 


Social service problems came up during 1954 and service 
clubs and individual friends helped out in many ways from 
eye glasses to Xmas dinners and clothing for our children 
and families who were in need at times. 

We wish to express our thanks to all who helped our 
school children in 1954.

During the seasons in which Baseball, Football and 
Basketball are played there are always scme injuries but not 
of too critical a nature. 

The general physical condition of those examined was 
found to be excellent and with no serious outbreak of in- 
fectious or contagious diseases. :

3 minor pathology cases were observed. 

An attempt to discover any appreciable defect in the eyes 
among 58 poor readers showed no apparent visual error, 
showing little correlation between poor eyesight and poor 
reading ability. 

My heartfelt appreciation goes to the principals and 
teachers of the schools for their assistance and cooperation, 
and especially to Mrs. Murphy, the School Nurse, for her 
part in the work. I would also like to commend the School 
Committee for sponsoring the survey, offering an appro- 
priate health service to the students of the Old Orchard 
Schools.

To J. Leo Farrington, a constable of the Town of Old Or- 
chard Beach in the County of York and State of Maine; 
Greetings: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of 
Old Orchard Beach, qualified by law to vote in town af- 
fairs, to assemble at the High School in said Old Orchard 
Beach on Monday, the Seventh Day of March, A. D. 1955, 
at 9 o clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the fol- 
lowing articles, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. PR ihe ; 

Article 2. To hear and act on the report of the Select- 
men and other town officials. 

Article 3. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 

_ Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $50.00 to be used for decorating 
graves on Memorial Day, under the direction of the Ameri- 
can Legion, said sum to be taken from Excise Taxes. 

Budget Committee so recommends. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200.00 for defraying the expenses 
of the Memorial Day parade and exercises, under the di- 
rection of the Memorial Committee, said sum to be taken 
from Excise Taxes. 

Budget Committee so recommends. 

Article 6. To see what sum the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the pay of town officers, town 
manager, clerical assistance and the general costs of admin- 
istration. 
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Budget Committee recommends $16,750.00 from Ex- 
cise Taxes. 

Article 7. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the hire of clerical assistance for the 
assessors. 

Budget Committee recommend $1,000.00 from Ex- 
cise Taxes. 

Article 8. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to provide for the planting of trees and 
flowers throughout the town in other places than the Me- 
morial Park. Said funds to be expended under the direction 
of the Park Commission.

Budget Committee recommends $800.00 to come 
from License Income. 

To see what sum the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Public Works Department; 
including highways and bridges, snow removal, surfacing, 
sewers and drains, sanitation, care of picnic grounds, main- 
tenance of town dump, maintenance of town team, main- 
tenance of sidewalks. 
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Budget Committee recommends: Highways and 
Bridges—$16,000.00, Snow Removal—$10,000.00, Surfacing 
—$10,000.00, Sewers and Drains--$5,055.00, Sanitation— 
$18,650.00, Care of Picnic Grounds—$200.00, Town Dump— 
$7,000.00, Sidewalks—$2,150.00,- Town Team—$3,650.00, 
$200.00 for Care of Picnic Grounds to come from License 
Income. $72,505.00 to come from General Taxation. 

\ Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 

i Siiiapriate a sum of money for the purchase of a street 
sweeping attachment for the Hough Loader the town pres- 
ently owns. 

Budget Committee recommends $2,500.00 from. 
Surplus. : 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the construction of a beach 
cleaner, similar in design to that used by San Diego, Cali- 
fornia. 

Budget Committee recommends $1,500.00. 

Article 15. To see what sum, if any, the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the construction of sidewalks 
on the following streets. 

50 feet of sidewalk on the Southerly side of Ancona Avenue | 
near the Easterly end. 

200 feet of sidewalk on the Northerly side of Colby Avenue 
Easterly from Seaside Avenue. 
50 feet of sidewalk in front of 89 Temple Avenue. 
160 feet of sidewalk on Carl Avenue. 
200 feet of sidewalk on the Easterly side of Adelaide Road. 

Budget Committee recommends a total of $1,553.00 
for the construction of the above listed sidewalks. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to construct 
the previously approved sidewalk on the Westerly side of 
Ocean Avenue a distance of 15 feet from the Westerly line 
of the road within the bounds of the accepted street. 

Recommended by the Budget Committee. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
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appropriate a sum of money to construct 50 feet of side- 
walk on Imperial Street from the intersection of Hoffman 
Street Northwesterly. 

Not recommended by the Budget Committeé. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to install a suitable drainage 
line to eliminate an open ditch between the properties of 
Robert Bellevue and Ame Violette South of St. John Street.

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Manager's Report 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND THE CITIZENS OF OLD ORCHARD BEACH 


May I take this opportunity to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion to the citizens of Old Orchard Beach for the courtesy shown 
me, and compliment them for the fine manner the taxes for 1955 
have been paid. 


If we can claim any degree of success during this past year, 
the credit is not due me alone, but to your Selectmen, and to each 
and every department head. They have co-operated with me to the 
fullest extent. 


My personnel staff in the Town Office have worked diligently 
during the year as we have slowly but constantly modernized your 
accounting system for the purpose of eliminating duplications and 
establishing accuracy. My personal compliments to them. 


The 1955 taxes are approximately 8814% paid and, due to 
this new record and the practice of economy, the Town’s finances 
are somewhat improved. 


_ The net operating surplus for 1955 has been used to pay Town 
debt, namely $8650.00 which was appropriated by borrowing at the 
Special Town Meeting held August 19th 1955. Those notes have been 
completely paid for and no further appropriation is necessary. The 
balances carried forward should be reflected in the future by lower 
appropriations to some extent. 


To the best of my knowledge, all bills held over from 1954 
have been paid. The only unpaid account for 1955 is $1200.00, to 
Millett, Fish & Dresser, which is in the process of adjustment, and 
is believed to be excessive. 


A complete analysis of balances is shown on page No. 11 & 12 


My recommendations are few and brief. 


My first and foremost recommendation is that provisions be 
made to amortize the $75,000.00 outstanding temporary loan, by 
either issuing bonds or serial notes with definite maturity dates. 


The Town’s credit can easily be placed in jeopardy if proper 
attention is not given to these notes. 


For reasons of economy, all obsolete equipment should be sold 
or traded on one new truck. Three trucks in addition to the Packer 
body truck and the Walters should be sufficient. Regular trucks 
can be hired for seasonal work, when needed. 
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Whatever street construction you provide for by appropria- 
tions should be of permanent construction with two inch mix in 
place surface from curb to curb, to reduce future street mainten- 
ance costs. 


There is a great deal of work to be done with respect to the 
assessment and aera should be made to accomplish this need- 
ed improvement. 


Provisions should be made for continued re-decoration in the 
Town Hall. The first impression is usually a lasting one, there- 
fore it should be a good one. 


It is my sincere wish that you will give serious consideration 
to creating a Licensing Board by an act of the Legislature together 
with proper ordinances to establish a schedule of licensing fees. 


Old Orchard Beach is a fine town and a prosperous one. The 
growth seems constant. New construction and improvements for 
1955 will approximate the half million mark. Each and every im- 
provement should be made with a thought of improving and beauti- 
fying the community. — 


Our greatest need, however, is a sincere belief in the future.

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CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


The Civil Defense organization has been handicapped during 
the last half of 1955 since H. Dayton Benway, our community direc- 
tor, changed his residence so that he might assume the responsi- 
bilities of Town Manager in Bridgton. Too few of our citizens real- 
ize the time and effort he expended in behalf of our town, solely 
because of his conviction that the ever-present threat of disaster 
demands an organization be ready, and competent, to counter any 
emergency that can bring hardship to our families or to those 
in other towns and cities. This motive led him in his endless and 
everlasting search for more of our citizens who were both willing 
and qualified to fill a niche in the team of about five hundred Old 
Orchard Beach people that should be in our Civil Defense and Public 
Safety organization. | 


Good fortune favored our town in the year 1955. Not one emer- 
_ gency arose that required the calling of Civil Defense, but there 
were two serious threats which prompted State and County Civil 
Defense authorities to warn us to be ready to call out our forces if 
the path of either storm turned in this direction. Our good fortune 
spared us the full force of these storms, but in spite of the damage 
so escaped there were some who complained because a number of 
summer visitors left. 


Early in the past’ year a new Motorola radio transmitter-re- 
ceiver was installed at Civil Defense headquarters, so we now have 
instantaneous contact with the fire and police radios. The Town re- 
ceived reimbursement for one-half of the cost of this instrument 
from the State allocation of available federal civil defense funds. 


The regular monthly test of the civil defense system disclosed, 
last spring, an electrical fault which has been repaired. In December, 
Old Orchard Beach civil defense workers were photographed for 
individual identification cards as our part of a country-wide pro- 
gram. The less than 150 workers, who voluntarily gave about 
fifteen minutes time for this purpose, identify the core of our local 
organization and, at the same time, this positively shows that many 
groups and individuals failed to respond adequately. 


If this town were completely blockaded by a snowstorm, or 
other disaster, that closed all roads and suspended the telephone 
system, an emergency channel for official messages would become a 
dire necessity. Such a condition soon will be surmountable with 
reasonable ease as Civil Defense has arranged to buy three short- 
wave radio transmitter-receivers adaptable to tuning to any of the 
three wave lengths reserved for emergency use by federal, state, 
and county agencies. The radios will be obtained by the Town at 
one-half cost through the state and federal assistance program, 
and then civil defense headquarters promptly can bring any local 
emergency to the attention of the proper authority. Subsequent 
direct contact with such authority, from spots even closer to the 
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center of trouble, will be possible as the other two sets will be |". 


sufficiently portable to be promptly put into operation at key points 
near the disaster. The necessary funds have been carried forward | 
rrom the 1955 appropriation. 


The support of numerous citizens and town officers has been 
graciously offered, and has been appreciated as evidence the public | 
believes Civil Defense provides a worthwhile insurance protecting 
the Public Safety of our town.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 

The calls received by the Fire Department during the year. 
1955 were unusually low in number, even though 19 calls larger — 
than in the year before. The record low number of calls in 1954, 
when combined with the previous two years, results in an average © 
of about 125 fire department calls each year. The record for 1955 |

The majority of the calls received were handled by the firemen 
on full-time duty without the help of the call firemen. Forty-four — 
alarms brought the call fire-men to the scene, but the remaining — 
sixty-one were still alarms which did not require their assistance. 
This record shows the effectiveness of the present system of having — 
three full-time firemen on duty at the fire station every hour of 
the day and night. | 


Two Lieutenants were appointed by Chief Mingo following an — 


examination conducted by the Commission. The new appointments fi 


are Lieutenant John White, and Lieutenant Alphonse Desjardins. — 
In addition, examinations for new call firemen were held on Janu- © 
ary 8, and Nov ember 26, 1955, and seven men have been appointed, | 
call firemen from those who qualified. 


This Commission pointed out last year, in its first annual report, 
that the present work-week for full-time firemen averages 112 
hours. It is likely, in the forseeable future, the Town will be re- 
quested to adjust this long week by employing another full-time 
fireman, and possibly introducing a two-platoon system such as 
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adopted in other communities. This would reduce the average work- 
week to about 84 hours. 


When closing our second year, we again wish to register our 
appreciation for the cooperation of the Selectmen, Town Manager, 
members of the fire department, and others.

Cruikshank of the Frost Agency, Boston, in cooperation with our 
Office returned 3,275 direct mail inquiries from people who were 
seeking aid in arranging accommodations for their vacation holiday. 
A town brochure, Chamber of Commerce Guide, and town lists of 
accommodations were sent in answer to each inquiry. My thanks to 
Mr. Cruikshank and his agency for their help. 


Traffic records at the Bureau show that 1,235 parties for a total 
of 3,780 people were directed to various types of accommodations. 
Train and bus information was given to 5,390, route maps to 938, 
over 30,000 pieces of literature and 2,000 bumper signs were dis- 
tributed at the Bureau. Many individuals came for personal services 
not recorded.

The annual report of the Public Schools of Old Orchard Beach 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1955, reviews briefly educa- _ 
tion in the news today, progress at the local level, and concludes by 
summarizing teacher, pupil, and finance statistics. 


EDUCATION IN THE NEWS 


The past year, a year of peace and prosperity, has been a good — 
year for most Americans. But, it has not been too good a year for | 
education. The birth rate has continued upward, critics have been | 
vocal, local tax rates have been stretched in favor of rising school — 
costs, and there were not enough of the right kind of teachers in | 
the right kind of classrooms. | 


The two outstanding headlines had to do with a best-selling — 
author who claimed to have discovered that Johnny could not read 
and the White House Conference on Education. 


It took a good deal of time to explain that Johnny’s problem | 
was far more difficult than it seemed on the surface and that writer 
Flesch confused the issue by his many errors and false claims. | 
Time Magazine on January 9 summed up the controversy as fol- 
lows: “Flesch’s accusations that the public school has abandoned 
phonics and that before it did, the United States had no reading 
problem, are as ill-founded as his claims that other countries use 
only phonics and have no reading difficulties”. The review conclud- q 
ed that “there is no single way to teach reading, nor is there one a 
panacea for the national reading problem”. | 


There is hope for a better climate in education for the public | 
is undeniably interested in the schools and their programs.

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THE JAMESON SCHOOL 
1955 


The new Jameson School opened on schedule September 1955 
with an enrollment of 234 pupils. Teachers and pupils alike were 
proud of this community project. The effort of two and one-half 
years of work and planning of conscientious committee members 
seemed worth while on that opening day. 


The building was dedicated on the afternoon of November 6, 
following the inspection of the school by hundreds of interested 
visitors. The program included talks by the co-chairmen of the 
Building Committee Henry Rudy and Howard Slaney; Mrs. Mar- 
garet H. Morton, Chairman of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee; and Miss Helen Marshall, Principal of the Jameson School. 
Earle D. McKeen of the State Department of Education delivered 
the dedication address. 


This new colorful unit of modern design embraces on one floor. 
eight classrooms, a general purpose room, principal’s office, nurse’s 
clinic, teachers’ room, kitchen, toilets, and storage room. Building 
features include: exit doors from each classroom on to the play 
area, individual toilets, sinks and drinking fountains in each of the 
four lower grade rooms, automatic heat and ventilation with indi- 
vidual room control, and a modern functional cafeteria and kitchen. 
The building is planned for an expansion of at least four rooms 
when necessary. 


MAINTENANCE OF FACILITIES 
Summer maintenance work as usual was carried on under the 
guidance of the regular building janitors. General repairs, thorough 
eons, painting, and grounds up-keep presents a busy work 
schedule. 


Special projects involving extra labor included the outside 
painting of the Old High School and the shingling of one side of 
the roof of this building. All boilers and oil burners were throughly 
cleaned by men trained for this work. 


All coal was removed from the Elementary and Federal 
Schools and accepted by the Town in exchange for labor used In 
cleaning the Federal School septic tank and installing a piped drain- 
age system from this filter bed as well as from the filter bed of 
the new Jameson School. Aid was given, also, under the repairs 
account for surfacing the new elementary school grounds. 


Considerable time and labor was involved in the storage and 
moving of equipment from the Federal School to the new Jameson 
School prior to the opening last fall. | 


New equipment placed in operation during the year included: 
two-way curtains, installed in the Elementary School, dictaphone 
machine for the office practice class in the high school along with 
an electric adding machine, new fluid duplicator for the Federal 
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Szhool, one set of classroom tablet arm chairs for the high school, 
and outside flood lights for the new elementary school. The school 
lunch program purchased a new stainless steel stove for the kitchen 
in the high school and dishes and silverware for the Jameson 
School cafeteria. 


TEACHING PERSONNEL 


With eight new classrooms to administer at the start of the 
fall term, it became necessary to change a number uf teaching as- 
sisnments. Miss Helen Marshall was appointed principal of the 
new Jameson School and Miss Catherine Neilon replaced Miss Mar- 
shall as principal of the Federal School. The eightn grade classes — 
were then assigned to the Federal School and the high school ab- 
sorbed the remaining annex rooms. 


Two new teaching positions were required as it became neces- 
sary to add a new third grade and a new eighth grade over that of 
last year. The teaching roster now totals a new high of 46. 


Once again a rather high turn-over was experienced during the 
summer when five teachers accepted teaching positions in com- 
munities with higher salary schedules. Miss Margaret Small and 
Miss Ruth Starrett accepted positions in the Portland School Sys- 
tem while Mrs. Jane McDonald, Mrs. Barbara Ellis, and Mrs. Evelyn 
Smith resigned to accept positions in South Portiand. 


The sudden and untimely death of Ralph Hansen, high school 
szience teacher for the past seven years, brought sorrow and shock 
to the entire school community on March 9. His loss has been keenly 
felt by his associates and the many pupils who attended his classes. 
Former Superintendent of Schools, Raymond Steward substituted 
in his position for the balance of the year. 


The return of former teachers Mrs. Arline Fitzgerald, Mrs. 
Ella McKenna, and Mrs. Eleanor R. Smith was a welcomed event 
in this period of teacher shortages. They were assigned to vacancies 
in the Federal School. Mrs. Joyce Knight, a graduate of Franklin 
College in Indiana in the class of 1955, accepted a seventh grade 
position in the Federal School and Ralph Dodge of Kennebunk, who 
has taught in Maine and Florida for a number of years, replaced 
Mrs. Evelyn Smith who resigned shortly before the September 
opening of schools. 


Miss Elizabeth Carr, a teacher with many years of experience . 
who last taught in Freeport, accepted a fifth grade position in the 
Federal School and Mrs. Bernadette Egan of Old Orchard Beach, a 
former teacher in Aroostook schools was assigned to a third grade ~ 
in the Jameson School. | 


Mr. John Shaw of Portland, a science teacher of thirty-two — 


years’ experience in Maine high schools, completed the high school — 


faculty. 
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EDUCATIONAL ACHIEVEMENT 


Elementary—According to the annual summary sheets of achieve- 
ment test in grades one through eight, Johnny can not only read in 
Old Orchard Beach, but he does work in the other subject fields 
equally as well. The curve of improvement in grade placement 
is definitely upward. For example, in 1953 the 8th grade battery 
median was one month above the average norm in grade placement 
but in 1955 the 8th grade was a year and one month above the 
grade placement norm. Since 1953 there has been an increase of 
26 per cent in the number of individual subject matter classes whose 
grade placement is equal or above the normal pattern for grades 
one through eight. 


- 


Secondary—A new interest in reading during the past two years 
has been developed at the high school level. Stress has been placed 
upon quality and quantity of reading material. It is interesting to 
note that just as much encouragement and motivation is given to 
the reader without reading difficulties as to those with low reading 
interest or skill. 


Book reports are presented orally or discussed in a written 
report prepared in the classroom. Books are selected from prepared 
book lists including the weekly best seller list from the New York 
Times. The school library shelves are exhaustd at times and the 
search for books contifues to the local town and state libraries. 


Oral reading may be found once again in each of the regular 
English classes as well as in the remedial English group. Yes, the 
pupil at the secondary level is learning that reading for understand- 
ing is still one of the capital R’s in Johnny’s education. 


Higher Education—It is interesting to find out what happens to 
graduates of Old Orchard Beach High School who attend schools 
of higher education. It is impossible to compile complete information 
on these pages but it is important to report that annually some 30 
per cent of the high school graduates attend some one of our univer- 
sities, colleges, junior colleges, or training schools. And what is 
still more important, their records are good_and in many respects 
outstanding. For example, of the 22 graduates who elected to attend 
universities or colleges of arts and science during the past five years, 
12 of their names appeared on the Dean’s list of these institutions. 
A high percent of those attending the state teachers’ colleges and 
junior colleges have done equally well. 


ATHLETIC ACHIEVEMENT 


Students of local high school athletic teams through the years 
have learned to expect good team play. Year after year outstanding 
records have been made against schools much larger in school popu- 
lation than Old Orchard Beach. It is a fact that good coaches, good 
athletes, and good school spirit go hand and hand. Old Orchard 
Beach High School is blessed with these three attributes. 
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It is certainly worthy of note in these pages that during the © 
past 1954-1955 school year alone, Old Orchard Beach High School © 
won not only the Southern York County Championship in football, — 
but it won the championship in basketball and baseball as well. And 
lastly, it should be recorded that seldom does a year go by without — 
some Old Orchard Beach athlete gaining state-wide recognition. 


FINANCES 


The fiscal year on December 31 closed with a balance in the © 
school account to the amount of $1,543.07. Once again aid from the 
Federal Government under Public Law 874 to the amount of $2, 198 | 
‘was received. | 


Increased maintenance cost with the addition of a new school, | 
teacher salary adjustments, improved health projects previously — 
subsidized by a local service club, and the necessary appropriation — | 
for the athletic program will up- “grade appropriation requests for | 
the next fiscal year. Costs on a per pupil basis while moving steadily — 
upward are still relatively lower than communities of comparable — 
size and ability. q

sonal thanks for their understanding and sympathy towards solving — 
the current problems in education always from the viewpoint of the —

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COMMENTS 


Town of Old Orchard Beach 
January 1, 1955 to December 31, 1955 


An audit of the financial records maintained by various 
officers of the Town of Old Orchard Beach has been completed 
for the municipal year ended December 31, 1955. The examination 
included a review of cash transactions as well as an analysis of 
available funds and expenditures, and the results are incorporation 
in the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
fiscal affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded 
available funds to the extent of $1,078.06, per the following sum- 
mary: 


Deepartmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $9,355.98 
Unexpended Balances Sr ie 
Net Overdrafts $1,078.06 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted by statute except in certain instances where 
emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent 
of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


The major overdrafts were reflected in the contingent, street 
lights, special sewers and abatement accounts. The contingent 
account overdraft of $1,308.48 was due principally to a special 
interim audit by a firm of public accountants. The street light and 
special sewer accounts were overdrawn in the amounts of $746.05 
and $1,291.30 respectively. This was occasioned, for the most part, 
by increased operational costs. An overdraft of $3,281.78 in the 
abatement account was attributed principally to errors in the 
assessment of poll- and personal property taxes representing 
CLS duplicate assessments and assessment of exempt prop- 
erties. 


Unexpended departmental balances for the year totaled 
$16,927.92. Of this amount, $8,650.00 was applied toward the 
payment of a note issued to finance expenditures for sewers and 
drains, sanitation, equipment and cleaning streets and beach. The 
use of current year surpluses for the reduction of debt was author- 
ized by the townspeople at a special town meeting. 


It was noted during audit processes that the following con- 
ditions warrant close attention of the municipal officers: 
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Authorized abatements of taxes, both current and 
prior, amounted to $11,802.58 for the year. Accounts 
over three years old totaling $8,520.80 were charged to 
the reserve for losses. Abatements affecting the current 
years commitment amounted to $2,701.36 while those 
affecting prior years were $580.42. By strengthening 
assessment procedures, such as addresses, elimination of 
exempt properties and duplications, etc., it is believed the 
necessity of large abatements can be eliminated as well 
as the overall improvement of other assessment methods. 


In checking the 1955 tax commitment it was noted 
that the overlay was incorrectly stated by $1,549.76. 
Such an error would be avoided by proving the tax detail 
in the commitment book to the warrant for collection 
before presenting the commitment to the tax collector. 


Current application for abatements by the collector 
will assist the assessors in establishing future assess- 
ments. 


The examination of prior years’ taxes as to assess- 
ment and collection procedures revealed strengthening 
is needed. This is particularly true in regards to obtain- 
ing surety bonds for the town officials. Difficulties in 
this respect have been noted and they will not be lessened 
until steps have been taken to handle the town’s fiscal 
affairs in an orderly manner. It is believed that a semi- 
annual audit in the coming year to determine the ade- 
quacy and accuracy of accounting procedures and whether 
or not the town’s business is being handled in accordance 
with the audit recommendations would be of value. 


It is suggested that disposition be made of the pres- 
ent tax anticipation notes of $75,000.00 by the issuance 
of serial notes or bonds to be retired over a period of 
years. These notes have been renewed annually for the 
past several years with no provision for reduction. The 
cash position does not reflect these items as being in the 
category of temporary loans therefore an orderly reduc- 
tion of this debt is advisable. 


The examination of the Memorial Park Fund re- 
vealed that its financial operations were handled by the 
Park Commission. As this department is a municipal 
function it is recommended that the town treasurer, 
under the supervision of the municipal officers, should 
handle the financial transactions insofar as accounting 
for funds is concerned. 


A record of municipal owned property and equipment 
is suggested in which to record costs and other pertinent 
information relative to municipal capital outlay. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $25,482.26 was reconciled with state- — 
ments furnished by the depositories and count of cash on hand. 
The cash is segregated as follows:

Accounts receivable totaled $2,753.98 at the year end which 
for the most part represented current reimbursable highway and 
charity expenditures. 


The tax and tax lien accounts amounting to $123,529.43 were 
reviewed and verifications undertaken on a test basis to determine 
their correctness. A total of 384 verifications were mailed cover- 
ing items amounting to $100,160.59. Of those mailed 40, represent- 
ing $5,844.78 were returned for reasons of faulty addresses and 
81, representing $23,351.72, were returned and verified the correct- 
ness of the accounts listed. Verifications totaling $70,964.09 were 
not returned and it must be assumed they are correct for verifi- 
cations were made on a negative basis. It is suggested, however, 
that the town manager continue to pursue all unpaid accounts 
by periodic verification process. . 


At the close of the prior year, unallocated tax oollestignt had | 
been set up by an audit firm as a suspense item amounting to | 
$4,416.57. This was necessary due to the lack of control which 
existed at that time for cash collections. It was possible, however, — 
through verification processes to find errors amounting to $3,299.30 
which was charged to the suspense account thereby leaving an 
unallocated balance of $1,117.27 at the year end. Every effort should 
be made to determine who may have paid these taxes but through | 
negligence or error have not received proper credit. - | 


The audit also revealed that certain prior years’ uncollected ~ 
real estate taxes had not been secured by tax liens or other pro- | 
cesses. These taxes were checked against the tax collector’s rec- 
ords and found listed as uncollected. They were further confirmed — 
as such through information received from the York County Regis- 
ter of Deeds office. A summary of the unsecured real estate taxes 
as reflected on the records is as follows: |

In this respect, it is suggested that the town officials, through legal 
counsel, consider the possibility of recovering these taxes through 
an action of debt process. This matter is deserving of prompt 
attention due to time limitations. 


The reserve for losses of $18,816.88 on taxes and tax liens, 
which was established in prior years, was reviewed. Net current 
year charges of $7,433.11 to this reserve for taxes and tax liens 
and an adjustment of $7,988.35 through the unappropriated sur- 
plus account resulted in a reserve balance of $3,395.42. This bal- 
ance is to provide for losses on personal and poll taxes from three 
to six years old and tax liens over six years old. 


LIABILITIES 
Insofar as could be ascertained accounts payable at the close 
of the year amounted to $1,513.89. This amount was determined 
by invoice and tax account examinations and represents, for the 
most part, an unpaid audit bill and overpaid tax accounts. 


An amount of $25.00 is on deposit in the First Portland Na- 
tional Bank for the payment of coupon No. 34 of a general 
municipal bond issue which matured in 1949 and which has not 
been presented for payment. 


The general fund note liability at December 31, 1955 totaled 
$77,500.00. This amount is comprised of a tax anticipation loan 
of $75,000.00 due December 15, 1955 and a demand loan of 
$2,500.00 due the Old Orchard Beach Library. The tax anticipa- 
tion loan is a result of unpaid prior years’ loans which have been 
renewed from year to year by the issuance of new notes. 

The municipal debt limit for the town has been computed 
as $487,036.88. The debt at the close of the current year amounted 
to $354,038.89 which includes the $75,000.00 listed as a ‘ax antici- 
pation loan. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 
Deferred revenue amounting to $4,334.77 repeceents 1956 
excise taxes of $3,928.23 and unallocated parking meter pore rsa 
—of $406.54. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpended balance 
of $30,925.93 (Exhibit D) at the year end and represented for 
the most part protection, highways, education and library account 
balances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and/or by authority of the municipal 
Officials. It is suggested that appropriation account balances which 
are to be carried forward from year to year excepting those 
required to be carried forward by law, should receive the authori- 
zation of the voters. 
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The payroll reserve account of $2,955.09 represents withhold- — 
ing taxes due the Director of Internal Revenue and group insur- 
ance premiums (Schedule A-10). The amount is on deposit in a 
special cash account. 


The tax collector’s suspense account of $1,117.27 represents 
the remaining balance of the unallocated prior years’ tax collec- — 
tions. Further verification of uncollected taxes by the municipal | 
officials, as heretofore recommended, should reduce this account. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $2,769.25 at the : 


beginning of the year. Adjustments affecting prior years’ trans- 
actions, occasioned principally by an adjustment of the reserve | 
for tax and tax lien losses and the payment of prior year’s bills, | 


resulted in an adjusted surplus of $9,777.28. The reserve adjust- | 


ment was for the most part due to abatements and adjustments | 
of prior years’ tax accounts. The current year excess of expendi- | 
tures over available funds and an appropriation for sewer buckets | 
reduced the surplus to $6,199.22 at the year end (Exhibit C). | 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the financial statement as a 
separate fund, reflects outstanding bonds of $262,500.00 and notes 
of $12,500.00 which are to be retired from future revenue. Follow- © 
ing isa summary of the debt fund obligations:

AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


Available funds for expenditures amounted to $672,818.44 for 
the year. Expenditures totaled $673,896.50 with protection, health 
and sanitation, highways and bridges and education accounts 
reflecting the greater amounts. The invoice examination revealed 
that expenditures in the current year for bills applicable to the 
prior year totaled $1,169.46. These items were charged to the 
unappropriated surplus account. 


A method of effectively canceling paid invoices should be 
adopted. This may be accomplished either by perforation or a 
rubber stamp device. 
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MEMORIAL PARK FUND 


The Memorial Park Fund is a town function. Funds available 
for current year expenditures amounted to $11,225.60 and con- 
sisted of a balance of $62.72 from the previous year, parking 
revenue of $11,154.05 and miscellaneous revenue of $8.83. Expen- 
ditures totaled $10,196.20 and were comprised principally of 
salaries, lights and repairs, materials and supplies and payment 
of debt and interest. The payment of debt and interest applies 
to a bond issue for First Street improvements which was issued 
in April, 1954. The annual retirement of bonds is $1,500.00 with 
interest at 2%. 


The cash balance of $1,209.40 at the year end was reconciled 
with a statement furnished by the York National Bank, Old 
Orchard Beach, Maine. 


The present system of collecting monies for parking is inade- 
quate and a step should be taken to strengthen this phase of opera- 
tion by providing prenumbered receipts or some other method of 
accountability for the funds collected. Furthermore, daily reports 
in triplicate should be prepared by the park attendant, showing 
the amount of money collected, and the inventory of unused 
tickets. The original report should be submitted currently to the 
town manager, the duplicate being made available to the Memorial 
Park Fund Committee. It is also recommended that the park 
attendant be bonded. 


GENERAL 


The internal control and accounting procedures of the several 
departments of the town were reviewed. As a result, certain 
recommendations covering matters of minor concern were sub- 
mitted directly to the departmental officials and town manager 
for their attention. 


The system of accounting which was in use by the town at 
the time of audit was deemed inadequate and at the request of 
the town manager the State uniform system of accounting was 
installed. ? 


Records maintained by the town clerk were examined and it 
was ascertained that transfers of $2,500.00 from unappropriated 
surplus, excise taxes of $20,346.08, parking meter revenue of 
$6,980.28 and license fees of $5,975.00 to various operating 
accounts were voted by the townspeople at the annual and special 
town meetings. 


Licenses and permits issued by the town clerk and fees for 
same deposited with the town treasurer amounted to $6,288.00 


- for the fiscal year. It is suggested that all licenses and permits be 


prenumbered by the printer for accountability purposes. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine | 


the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of inter- 


nal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and — 
other matters of financial concern. Receipts, vouchers and can-_ 


celed checks were examined for a selected period. Demand deposits 
were reconciled with statements furnished by the depositories. 
Unused receipts were inventoried. 


| The 1955 tax commitment book was checked and proved to 
the warrant for collection. Outstanding taxes were listed and | 


verification, on a test basis, was utilized to determine their 
correctness. 


Tax liens on file were checked to the records and external | 


verification, on a test basis, was made. 


Tax abatements were examined and reserves for losses on 
taxes and tax liens were reviewed and adjusted. 


Excise tax collections were examined, on a selected basis, — 
with the copies of receipts retained by the collector. Computations 


were made on a test basis. 


Unexpended balances and overdrafts of the departmental | 
accounts were reviewed with the town manager and/or the super- © 


intendent of schools. 


The Memorial Park Fund operations and the transactions 


relating to construction of the new elementary school building — 


were checked. 


Various laws relating to the fiscal operations of the munici- 


pality were reviewed to determine that related financial transac- _ 


tions had been properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules’ pertaining | 


to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed 
to the extent deemed advisable to develop these statements. ' 


It is believed that the accompanying statement of financial

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Old Orchard Beach: 


The annual report of the public schools of Old Orch- 
ard Beach for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1956 
summarizes in part the year in education at the na- 
tional and local level and concludes with teacher, pu- 
pil, and financial statistics. 


THE 1956 STORY 
I. Nation-wide—Here are the headlines of the chap- 
ter headings of the book on education for the past 
year which we have experienced directly or indirectly. 


Teacher Shortages Double Sessions 

Federal Aid Refused Desegregation

NEW SCHOOLS? 

Let’s construct roads! Schools can wait it out. No- 
body denied the need for roads or schools, but, strange- 
ly enough, nobody asked why the States could not 
build their own highways. For every dollar invested 
in State roads there will be a matching federal dollar 
and inter-state roads will bring a nine for one return. 
So some of the children in the United States will go 
without schoolhouses because road building is a more 
practical proposition. 


ENROLLMENTS? 

One-half of the nation’s population is engaged in 
some organized program of education. The September 
enrollments in all schools and colleges were increased 
by some 1,754,300 over that of last year. The elemen- 
tary grades were up 4 per cent; and colleges and uni- 
versities were up 9 per cent. 
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TEACHERS? 


School administrators named their greatest problem 
of the year as “getting and holding teachers.” Some 
added “of quality” while some prefixed the word “any.” 
This has been a well known problem since 1943. But 
an upturn in the annual production was noticed in 
1956. The shortage in qualified elementary and sec- 
ondary school teachers this past year was 120,700 as 
compared with 141,300 in September of 1955. As aver- 
age salaries move upward, supply and demand figures 
move closer together. 


II. Old Orchard Beach 


Most of the problems in education locally could be 
placed on a dollar and cents basis for a solution. Cer- 
tainly the high turnover of teachers, 22 per cent in 
1956, could have been checked somewhat with a bet- 
ter salary schedule. Teachers left our schools for bet- 
ter paying positions in Portland, South Portiand, New 
Jersey, New York, and California. Seven of our teach- 
ers have accepted positions in the greater Portland 
area during the last two years. 


SALARIES 


Maine is in the 44th position in average salaries of 
school teachers among the 48 states. Only four states 
have lower teachers’ salaries. Old Orchard Beach is 
in 50th position among 64 towns and cities of 2500 
population or better. The highest average salaries in 
this group were $4,183.00, the lowest were $2,806.00, 
and Old Orchard Beach salaries averaged $3,149.00. 


A new salary schedule calling for immediate raises 
of at least $300.00 per teacher has been recommended. 
Since most other communities are raising their teach- 
ers by a similar amount it is not expected that this 
increase will affect the relative positions of local aver- 
age salaries. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


A building problem has been called to our attention 
by the State Department of Education. The space re- 
quirements for present day courses in Home Econom- 
ics and Industrial Arts are not available in the pres- 
ent rooms used for the above purposes in the High 
School. 


It has been suggested that modern shop, complete 


to present day standards be constructed as a separate 


building. The present shop might then be used for 


Home Economics. Again, since the gymnasium is 


classified as much too small for present day needs, it | 


has been suggested that a new gymnasium be con- 
structed separately from the present building and a 
new Industrial Arts shop be housed in this building. 


It has been recommended that study groups be form- 
ed to clarify the needs and develop a satisfactory solu- 
tion. A committee under the sponsorship of the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association has been activated relative to 
the needs of Vocational Education. Perhaps others 
will study the problem from the athletic point of view. 


SCHOOL MAINTENANCE 


Maintenance works under the direction of Edward 
Townsend were carried on throughout the summer 
months. Cleaning, painting, general repairs, and care 
of grounds were scheduled as in the past. 


Special projects in addition to the usual professional 
care of boilers and oil burners included: grading and 
surfacing the Federal School year, new playground sur- 
face at the Elementary School, painting the window 
frames and trim of the Elementary School, installa- 
tion of a sprinkler system at the Elementary School, 
ledge removal and landscaping at the Jameson School 
as well as the installation of new drinking fountains at 
the High School and the Federal School. 


A steam line leak was discovered and corrected un- 
der the floor of the old typewriting room. The under- 
floor was leveled and new tile completed the renovation 
of this room. | 


The redwood on the Jameson School was refinished 
under an agreement with the architect who supplied 
the material. A new sign was constructed by the Art 
and Manual Training departments and erected on the 
grounds of this school and closet shelving was com- 
pleted during the fall under the direction of Mr. Gilley. - 


NEW TEACHERS 


While the total number of teaching positions re- 
mained the same for the 1956 fall term as that of last 
year, the per cent of new teachers for replacements 
was 10 per cent higher than the State average. Ten 
new teachers representing more than one fifth of the 
teaching roster were engaged for the new year. 


Three local teachers were among those selected. 
Mrs. Mary Fallon returned once again to teaching du- 
ties as an 8th grade instructor. Mrs. Fallon replaced 
Mrs. Mildred Woodworth who accepted a position in 
the Portland School system. Mr. Jerome LePelletier 
accepted the English Department assignment held by 
Mrs. Pearl Fickett of Gorham. Mrs. Fickett was given 
a year’s leave of absence because of illness. Mr. E. 
Emerson Cummings replaced Mr. Charles Loranger 
in the Mathematics and Science fields. Mr. Loranger 
resigned to enter a teaching branch of the insurance 
business. 


Mrs. Dorothy Wilson of Winterport was elected to 
replace Mrs. Margaret Scott who had accepted a posi- 
tion in the South Portland schools. Mrs. Wilson has 
taught for the past five years in Winterport. Mrs. 
Phyllis Borden of Saco, a former Biddeford teacher, 
replaced Mr. James Scully, a teacher in the 7th grade 
in the Federal School. Mr. Scully resigned to accept 
a position in New Jersey. 


King Bishop of Cape Elizabeth succeeded Mr. Don- 
ald Allgrove who left for a teaching position in New 
York. State. Miss Norma Blanchard of Leominster, 
Mass., was assigned the Art teaching vacancy created 
by the resignation of Mr. Robert Scamman. Mr. Scam- 
man is now teaching in California. 
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Mrs. Clarice Stanley of Saco, a former teacher in 
Biddeford High School, replaced Mrs. Mary Graff in 
the English Department while Miss Reginia Cheney 
of Dover-Foxcroft was assigned to Mrs. Pauline Fish- 
er’s class in the Jameson School. Mrs. Graff and Mrs. 
Fisher did not return to teaching last fall. Miss Celia 
Philbrook left to be married and Mrs. Lillian Lee of 
Portland replaced Miss Philbrook in the Physical Edu- 
cation Department. 


FINANCES 
The fiscal year closed on December 31 with a balance 
in the school account of $1,141.42. The account was ~ 
helped to a large degree with financial aid under Pub- 
lic Law 874 to the amount of $2,474.66. 


It is to be expected that school costs in: Maine will 
rise due to our relatively low position nation-wide as 
well as due to the increase in the cost of living. School 
cost in Old Orchard Beach should increase from the 
salary factor viewpoint alone. We cannot afford to lose 
our well trained experienced teachers. 


It is possible that some measure of relief to the sev- 
eral towns and cities of Maine will be forthcoming in 
the form of increased State subsidy in this new legis- 
lative year. 


CONCLUSION 
In closing, I would like to leave the thought that 
while we are all very proud of what has been accom- 
plished with and in our schools, there is still much to 
be done. 


My thanks are especially extended to the Kiwanis 
Club of Old Orchard Beach for their outstanding gifts 
of machines to test for defects in sight and hearing. 
It is a pleasure, as well, for me to extend my personal 
thanks to the Superintending School Committee and 
to the citizens of Old Orchard Beach for their con- 
tribution to the progress of education at the local level.

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SCHOOL NURSING REPORT 1956 


To C. J. Cutts, Superintendent of Schools: 


We opened our school year for 1956 with First Aid 
classes held twice weekly from January into April for 
the 8th grade group. Sixty-eight students received 
Junior Red Cross First Aid Certificates. (This marks 
our twelfth year of having over 60 students per year 
gain First Aid Certificates.) 

Polio clinics were held in Februarv, April and June 
and again during the fall term (October and December 
1956). A total of 1,783 inoculations were given dur- 
ing 1956.

Dr. Donald Skilling, who 
gave all the inoculations and to the following group 
of nurses and workers who covered the clinics:

avoid the possibility of “upsets”, other immunizations 
were kept at a minimum. We are pleased to report now 
that a year has passed since the polio program was 
started that we have had no upsetting reactions to the 
inoculations. 


During February, 1956, we started on a new service 
of Mental Health tests. Dr. Leighton Cheney of the 
Sweetser Home in Sacog has visited us several times 
during the past year for the purpose of helping chil- 
dren and parents to recognize various emotional and 
mental problems and to make adjustments accordingly. 


Some 13 children have worked with this program by 
taking the tests and 6 more have had conterence ad- 
vice through the year. This has been a valuable help 
to the children, parents and teachers concerned. 


Another new addition to the school nursing duties 
has been a class on Health and Hygiene carried on in 
the high school since the fall term of 1956. We discuss 
various teenage problems, do reading assignments and 
write summaries on matters of health and hygiene, 
make reports to the class group, and have a question 
box. We must give thanks to several state agencies, 
book companies and individuals for help on materials 
for this class. The job of growing up calls for many 
helping hands today—for both “a pat or a push” along 
the way. 


Another excellent help to us during the fall term of 
1956 was a double gift from our local Kiwanis Club. 

An eye sight testing machine that Dr. Oliver, our 
local eye doctor, found very helpful in his work with 
the school children, and a Pure Tone audiometer which 
the school nurse had studied and practiced on and hopes 
for the future to make much use of in hearing tests. 


Other local services, as our Town Nursing service, 
the Hot Lunch program, the Dental Clinic, and indi- 
viduals and groups interested in our school children’s 
welfare helped to make 1956 a good year in school 
nursing.

Dear Mr. Cutts: 


This year the total number of students examined in 
our schools was seven hundred and seventy-five. In 
this group there were forty-six minor abnormalities, 
most of which can be corrected and only a very few 
whose condition are repetitive. 


_. As of this writing there has been a minimum of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases and we hope the pat- 
tern will continue. 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that I report to 
you that all the students in our schools have had the 
opportunity to receive the Salk vaccine. This program 
was set up and started last year and inoculations giv- 
en this year so that by the time school closes in June 
the vast majority will have received the full protection 
as set up. by the National Foundation for Infantile 
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Paralysis. This is indeed a tremendous step forward in 
protecting our children against one of its greatest 
enemies. : 

A few parents have been reluctant to give their 
permission for the Salk vaccine, but it is hoped they 
may take advantage of this at a later date. 

Some pupils received the inoculations from their own 
physicians. 

Let me also state that too much credit cannot be giv- 
en to the lay-personnel and nurses who gave their time 
and skill so willingly and ably at each and every clinic. 
I understand Mrs. Murphy will list them in her report.

The results of the visual program conducted this 
year in the grade schools at Old Orchard Beach on the 
students who failed to pass the required Snellen Test 
given by their teachers were as follows: 


1. Of the 138 children seen, 34 were recommended 
for immediate care. 

2. 42 were recommended for rechecks before school 
each fall. 

3: 7 minor pathology cases were noted. 

4. 12 pairs of glasses were dispensed to children whose 
cost was paid by local service clubs. 

It is expected that the new visual sight screening 
device donated to the town by the Kiwanis Club of Old 
Orchard Beach will further refine the screening done 
by the teachers next fall, so that a child’s vision as 
well as his visual comfort can be detected, and the 
proper correction made to improve his facility to learn. 


My thanks to the School Committee for recommend- 
ing continuation of the Sight Screening program; to 
the teachers for their cooperation; and to Mrs. Murphy 
for her interest and help.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


It is with pleasure that the Park Commissioners 
can report to the residents of the Town of Old Orchard 
Beach that the State auditors personally complimented 
this Commission for the way and manner in which the 
parking money was collected, accounted for and de- 
posited. A new system of collection was put into effect 
this past year, whereby automobiles drove by a toll 
house and the parking fee collected by bonded em- 
ployees. The money collected was insured against theft 
until the time of deposit in the York National Bank. 


Cement steps were constructed from the parking 
area down to First Street. The park area between the 
parking lot and First Street, the area between First 
Street and the railroad property, as well as the area 
between the parking lot and the Libby Memorial Li- 
brarv was graded, seeded. watered and mowed, under 
the direction of your park commissioners. 


The vublic park area between Atlantic Avenue and 
Central Park Avenue. known as Centers Park. was 
also mowed and taken care of by your commissioners. 


Fill was obtained free and vlaced in the park area 
next to Heath Street and will be leveled and covered 
with gravel to improve and make additional parking 
space available. 


Expenses were high this vear due to the reorganiza- 
tion of the parking area. This increased cost of opera- 
tion will not be necessary this coming season as the 
organi7ation and method of oneration and the cost to 
set up this operation will not have to be duplicated. —

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REPORT OF OFFICIAL INFORMATION BUREAU 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of 


Old Orchard Beach: 


It is again with pleasure that I express my apprecia- 
tion to you and to the citizens of Old Orchard Beach for 
the courtesy and cooperation extended to me during 
1956 in my capacity as director of the Official Informa- 
tion Bureau. 


We again followed the same procedures as proposed 
in 1955—an agreed upon advertising and publicity pro- 
gram whereby the Chamber of Commerce would oper- 
ate the Inormation Bureau and pay all its expenses. 
In turn our town appropriation for advertising would 
be spent for increased newspaper advertising and Wale 
motion as approved by your board. 


- All expenses for the operation of the Information 
Bureau including the Executive Director’s Salary, 
printed booklets, forms, stationery, postage and tele- 
phone were paid by the Chamber of Commerce and 
totaled $7,685.00. This money was raised by the sale 
of advertising space in our booklet on accommodations 
and from membership dues in 1956. Our membership 
in 1956 numbered 138 members showing better than 
100 per cent increase over 1955. 


The Harry M. Frost Advertising Agency of Boston 
in cooperation with the Advertising Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the executive director, 
planned a program of newspaper advertising and pub- — 
licity which returned 4,724 direct mail inquiries and 
422 inquiries from travel bureaus located in various 
newspaper offices, both in Canada and the United 
States. Our cost per inquiry of ninety-eight cents is 
considered exceptionally low and basically sound in 
the field of newspaper advertising where the cost of 
lineage continually increases. Our direct mail shows a 
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gain of 1,871 inquiries for 1956 over 1955. Sixty per 
cent of the town appropriation allocated to newspaper 
advertising was spent in the four Canadian Provinces, 
over seventy per cent of our inquiries come from this 
source. I wish to express my sincere thanks to Mr. 
James Cruikshank and to the Frost Agency of Boston 
for their efforts in our behalf. 


Traffic records at the Bureau shows a decrease in 
the number of parties routed to different types of ac- 
commodations. In 1956 we placed 637 parties totaling 
2,440 persons or an average of 3.7 persons per party 
and staying for an average of 4.7 days. Train and bus 
inquiries totaled 4,250. We also distributed 1,652 road 
maps, 3,000 bumper decals and 65,000 pieces of liter- 
ature from the Information Bureau. We mailed in 
package form to travel bureaus and Chamber of Com- 
merce Bureaus over 20,000 brochures in our effort to 
attract summer vacationists to Old Orchard Beach. 


The Chamber of Commerce had a window display in 
the Montreal Star Travel Bureau and the Canadian 
National Ticket Agency in Quebec City where we will 
again have our displays in 1957. We also had a booth 
display at the Hartford Travel Show and expanded on 
all services catering to the tourist business in our 
effort to attract visitors to our area. 


“Now just a word about 1957 advertising, I have re- 
quested that the budget committee recommend an ap- 
propriation for advertising which will allow us to ex- 
pand our newspaper coverage to include new areas 
which have been brought closer to Old Orchard Beach 
for those traveling by car with improvement ‘in high- 
way travel. This coverage includes; Lowell, Lawrence, 
Haverhill, Nashua, central and western New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, also additional coverage’ in 
central Quebec Province. The 1956 Federal Reserve 
Survey covering vacationist to New England showed 
the greatest number coming from-the above mentioned 


points. We also need roadside and directional signs © 


along the routes from Canada—new town brochures 
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and a listing of all resorts who have accommodations 
available, all to be used in publicizing the natural and 
recreational resources of Old Orchard Beach. Tourist 
business is 70 to 80 per cent of basic economy of our 
community, and we must advertise to be able to com- 
pete with other beach resorts along the Atlantic Coast. 
With sufficient budget to work with, we can plan a pro- 
gressive program that will attract more vacationers 
to this community. 


My report would not be complete if I did not express
